MAY IT PLEASE YOUR GRACE, 

W E the underfigned Commiffioners, appointed for enquiring into the fevera! 

Funds and Revenues granted by public or private Donations for tlie 
.purpofes of Education, and into the date and condition of all Schools on public 
or charitable Foundations, in Ireland, beg leave to lay before your Grace our 
Report upon the Foundling Hospital, in the City of Dublin. 

The Institl’tjqn, wliich is the fubject of this Report,, was confidered by the 
former Commiffioners for enquiring into the date of Schools, as not proper^'’ 
falling within the fcQpe of their Enquiry, its original objefil and cleftination, as 
-implied in its Titles, not appearing to include Education in tlie proper fenfe of 
The word, and its a^ual conduct and management from its find Edabiidimeut 
until that time and for fome years after not being <Iire6ted to that object in any 
, fenfe of it. In its prefent date, however, it appears to form a proper and moll 
.important Branch of the great obje6l of our Enquiry, and to demand a very 
.full and particular Report, whicli we trud will apologize to your Grace for our 
going at forne length into .a detail as well of its progrefs to that highly im- 
.proved date in which we- now dnd it, as of the particulars. in which that Im- 
provement confids. 

The roiiudiing Hofpital, which dands in an airy, elevated, and healthful fitua- 
tion on an area of about fourteen acres {including garden) at the wed end of 
.Jatnes Street, was ere< 5 ted in the year 1704, during the adminiftration of James 
Duke of Ormond. It was-originally defigned not only for the reception of de- 
ferted and vagi-ant Children, but for the maintenance of Adults, wlio were dif- 
ai)led by age' and infinniiies from earning fublidence by labour, and allb for 
the confinement and corrcdlion of Vagrants, The conditutiou and objcds of 
the Edablifiiment have undergone a variety of alterations by fumlry A6ls of Par- 
liament 5 but under tin? 15th and i-6th Geo. HI. chap. .25 (_Iridi Statute) which 
recites, “ 'That whereas the number o.f Cljildren of the age of fix year.s and muler 
.;(iviio were admidible as the Law then dood} have of late years increafed fo far 
beyond the expectation of the fa-iil (jovertiors, that the expenco of maintaining 
•them has exceeded every provifion that could be made (excIll.^i^e of (»ran‘S of 
Parliament) and enacls, That from and after the 24th June 1776 there lhail 
not be received into faid Hofpital, or fent to mirfe therefi'om, any Child who 
iliall apj)ear tube above tlie age of one year old,” itfeems.to have finally afiumed 
the cliHi-acttM- of a roumliing liofpital. 

The Fnnds confid of a Tax on houfes in the City of Diddin, an annnn! Grant 
from Pa.:liamcnt, and the Income of a fmali Ldate in the neighbourhood of the 

A Hofpital, 
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Hofpital, for the particulars and amount of which we refer to the Appenu'iXf 
No. I. 

We deem it unnecefiary minutely to ftate the hiRory of this ERablifliment 
through the fiiccelfive variations it lias from time to time undergone; it will be 
fufficient to ftate that the vices in the conftitution, and the abufes in the ma- 
nagement of it, attracted the notice of tl)e IriRi Parliament in the year 1797, and 
by an AvCt pafi’ed in the 38th Geo, III. chap. 35, and founded on the Enquiry 
and Report of a Committee of the Houfe of Commons, the former Corporation 
of Governors, wiiiuh conRRed of nearly two hundred perfons, was diffolved, and 
the whole conduct of tiie InfiiLution was vefted in nine perfons, named in the faid 
Aft, and their fncceRbrs to be elefted in the manner tiierein appointed. 

This Aft, which v.-as temporary, was continued in the following Seffion, and 
by the 40th Geo. III. chap. 33. was amended and further continued to tlie 24th 
of June i8io, and to the end of the then next Selfion of Parliament. By the 
fecond feCtion of this laft-menlioned Aft, the Chancellor of the Exchequer of 
Ireland for the time being was added to, and aflbeiated with, the nine Governors 
named in the 38th Geo. III. 

By the 41ft Geo. III. chap. 50, the Governors or any five or more of them are 
authorized to eieft three otlier fit and proper perfons to be Governors of faid 
Plofpital (feft. 2.), who muft be approved of by the Lord Lieutenant for the time 
being, (feft. 3.). 

Under the 40th Geo. III. chap. 33, as amended by the faid laft-mentioned 
Aft, the Inftitution has ever firice been condufted. This Aft {on which it is to 
be obferved the Inftitution refts) will expire at tiie end of the Seffion of Parlia- 
liament, that follows the 24th of June next, unlefs it lhall be in the mean time 
<3ontinued by a new Law. 

Experience has proved in this, as well as in many other inftances, that a nu- 
merous Corporation is by no means calculated to conduft any Charitable Inftitu- 
tion with advantage. Kefponfibility fo divided is felt by none, and we are in- 
formed, that (except when offices of emolument were to be difpofed of) it was 
•difficult out of a Board coufifting of nearly two hundred Governors to procure 
the attendance ai' Jive once in a quarter to tranftift the ordiijary bufmefs of the 
Eftabiiniment. 

The objefts of fucli an Inftitution being twofold, firft, to fave the lives of de- 
ferted and expofed Children ; fecondly, to educate them in fiuSh a manner as to 
render them ufeful Members of Society, it ajjpears that neither the one or the 
other were efteftually attained under the former Corporation. 

But the reform of this Inftitution in all its depai’tments was undertaken with 
:zeal and purfued with affidnity. Several ladies of diftinction devoted their time and 
attention to the reform of the abufes that had prevailed in the Infant Department, 
and to the regulation of the Female Schools; and fince the enaftment of the 38th 
Geo. III. there has been, with very few exceptions, a regular attendance of Gover- 
nors once in every week at the Hofpital. 

In the management of the Infant l)epartment glaring abufes prex’ailcd. It was 
thefe which principaliy attrafted the notice of Parliament, excited a confiderable 
•degree of public iiulignation at tlie time, and called into aftion the zeal and ex- 
ertions which have fo happily accomplilhed their reform. Thefe evils being now 
.-completely done away, it is no longer needfary to dwell upon them with minnte- 
nefs; but it is indefpenfibly necefl’ary to bring tliem forward in a concife and 
general way, in order to convey a juft notion of the difficulties under which the 
Inftitution now labours, trom the great and growing increafe of numbers occa- 
fioned by tlie adoption of thole meafures of reform. 

Firft — No fiifficient care was taken to regulate the conveyance of Infants from 
xdiftant parts to the capital ; the grofleft negligence and inhumanity were found to 
prevail in the conduft of the women employed for this purpofe; hence feveral of 
the Children fent up from remote parts died on the road, others almoft imme- 
.-diately after their being delivered at the Hofpital. The attention of the GovernefTes 
and the Surgeon was immediately direfted to the correftion of thefe abufes; fe- 
veral regulations were adopted with a view to tliis objeft, the efieft of which in 
the courfe of the firft year was fuch that (to adopt the expreffion .of one of the 
-early Publications of the Governors) “ after the clofeft infpeftion little difference 
icould on admiflion be perceived between the Infants who had been carried 

upwards 
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upwards of fifty miles, and thofe born in the county and county of the City of 
Dublin.”* 

Seccmdly — A moil erroneous and vicious management prevailed in the whole 
conduct of the Infant Department j a majority of the Infants received were 
abandoned as hopelefsly afflicted with the venereal difeafe; whereas a more ac- 
curate inveftigation of the fymptoins on which this conclufion w-as founded, ef- 
tabiflied beyond controverfy in the courfe of the firft fix months the following 
fact, “ That not more than oneiu eleven were contaminated with this difeafe 
and a continuance of the fame accurate obfervation reduced the proportion ftill 
further, infomuch, that at the end of the third half year from the cunnnencement 
of the new regulations (and which ended the 8th of January x 799) it was clearly 
eftabliJlied that but one in twenty-nine of thofe admitted were io infefted; and 
fubfequent obfervation reduced the proportion of venereals lliil further. The 
effedt of this reform in reducing the mortality’ among the Infants will appear 
from a comparifon of the following Tables printed in the Pamphlet already referred 
to. See Appendix, No. 1 1.

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From comparing the foregoing Tables it appears that the mortality among tlie 
Infants in the Houfe, had in the half year ending the 8 th of July 1797 amounted 
to three-fourths of the number admitted, the admiflions within that period 
Raving amounted to 1922 and the deaths to 1459 j whereas in the firfl half year 
in which tlie new fyftem was adopted, the deaths amounted to a little more than 
half of the wliole, the admiflions being within that period 802 and the deaths 
418, and from the following Table continued to the 8th of July 1S08 it will ap- 
pear that the mortality among the Infants in the Houfe though fluduating has 
been llill farther diminiflied.

Thirdly— Other falutary regulations contributed to augment the number of 
dives prelbrved, among thefe, one of the principal was the employment of houfe 
wet nurfes inflead of fpoonfeeding ; the wages alfo of the country nurfes were 
ancreafed on the 8th of September 1797 from two to three pounds per annum, 
and a bounty of two pounds was allowed to every wet nurfe who produced the 
Child entrulied to her in good health, with every appearance of having been well 
attended to at the end of the year. Thus the regulations refpeCling carriage, 
reduced the mortality of infants configned to this Inftitution previous to ad- 
miflions; the reform in the internal management, that of Infants in the Houfe, 
:and the encreafed pay of the country nurfes, w’ith additional caution in felecling 
proper peiTons for that purpofe, contributed to produce the fame effcdl among 
tlie Children feiit to the country. Such as wifli for more particular information 
u[)on the foregoing topics, we beg leave to refer to the Publication already cited 
J another printed by the Governors in the year 1799, 

and prefented in that year, with their Petition to the Irifli Parliament., See 
Appendix, No. i,.o. 

J'iie foregoing obfervations .prefent a fu.ccinQ; view of the improvements in- 
troduced into ti;e Infant Department of the Hofpital, and the confcqueiit in- 
creafe of numbers refnlting from ihat.caufe. But this was but the firft branch 
of reform ; .-the prefervation of life neceffarily claimed priority of attention, but 
it is obvious tiiat ibis-fliouid not be the foie objeft of I'uch an Inltituiion, and 
that to educate the Children tlmspieferved, in fuch a manner as to render them 
ufeful Members of-Society is ftill of higher importance ; but this objedl was very 
imperfectly atiained and in many inftances altogether abandoned by the former 
•Governors. Firfl, the Childien were not clraked into the Hofpital till the age of 
•ten or nine years at loonefl, at whicli period .bad habits were frequently acquired, 
.and tlie ubole work of Education was to he .begun. Secondly, a great majority 
•of the Children we, re apprenticed at ivielve years of age, and many in a few weeks 
.alter adiiiiflion into the Schools; they were apprenticed o.ut on the recommen- 
.ouiion of a Angle f».overnor, without due enquiry into tlie charadlcr or circuin- 
Iiances of the perfon applying; -tiiere was no fixed rule as to tlie period of their 
.coutmuance at tlie Schools ; the principal object was to' apprentice a fufficient 
jium.bcr ill each .year to make .room for thole who w.eje to be drafted in from tlie 

.country i 
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(Country.-; tlius as the defects in the management of the Infant Department 
.prevented the accumulation of numbers on the general Eftablilbrnerit, this funi- 
mary and precipitate mode of difpofmg of the Children received into the Schools, 
Ikeptdown the numbers maintained in the Houfe. The difficulties under which 
the Inftitution has laboured of late years were unkflown, and the expences of 
conducting it were comparatively fmall. But the effectsofthe reform in the ma- 
nagement of the Infant Department foon began to be felt throughout the whole 
of the Eftablifliment ; the increafe in the number of lives faved annually aug- 
mented the fum paid to the country nurfes, but the further confequences of this 
increafe of numbers could hardly efcape the moft fuperficial oblervation ; the 
period was not very diflant when this accumulation of numbers was to be pro- 
vided for within the Eftablifliment. The age at which Quldreu were then drafted 
into the Houfe was ten years ; it w'as much to be defired that they could be taken 
in at an earlier period ; by allowing them to remain fo long with their nurfes, 
habits were contraded unfavourable to the progrefs of tiieir Education in the 
Houfe; but under the a6;nal circumfiances of the Hofpital in point of accommo- 
dation and funds, it would have been neceffary aniiuaiiy to poftpone inflead of 
accelerating the penod of reception. The Hofpital was then capable of accom- 
modating only from fix hundred to fix hundred and fifty Children. In the courfe 
of the 3^ear 1803, on examining the Tables of Mortality kept fuice the com- 
mencement of the meafures of reform in 1797, computed that about one 

in five, or thereabouts of the whole number received, at the Gate would be alive 
{and to be drafted into the Houfe) at the age of ten years ;* this would give an 
annual average of about four hundred to be draftc<i, the average offadmiffion.s 
being about two fhoufand ; but unlefs the Children already in the Schools were 
turned out without any or with little Education, and apprenticed to fucli perfons 
asmigbt offer to take them without diferimination or feledlion, not more than 
half this number, could be actually received,- confequently half of the Children of 
ten years of age muft have remained with their nurfes, and in the following year 
all the Children who, would then have attained that age» Thus in the Courle of 
a few years the Eunds, extent of accommodatio.n, and other circumftanccs of tiie 
Inflitution remaining the- fame, the period- of drafting muft have been fo poft- 
poned as completely to have prevented the Education of great numbers, and 
many muft have become, adults in the country, without having participated of 
any portion of inftrudtion from the Inftitution. . 

Thefe circumfiances we find were ftated by Memorial of the Governors to His 
Excellency Earl Hardwicke, when Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, early in 1803, 
and by petition to Parliament in tbe following Seffion 1804. In confequence of 
which the Annual G rant was augmented by an addition of five thoufand pounds, 
which has been fince continued. See faid Petition to Parliament, Appendix 
No.2.| 

This Grant was calculated at the then price of provifions and other ncceffaries 
of liie, to enable the Governors to defray the expences of tlie Eftablifliment, con- 
fining of the numbers as then augmented in confequence of the regulations of 
1797, and to maintain and educate in the Houfe for four years twelve hundred 
Children, propofed to be received from the nurfes at eight and apprenticed at 
twelve years of age ; and as the period for drafting the additional number would 
not arriVe for two y-ears after the Grant, as the Children received 101798 fubfe- 
quent to the adoption of the meafures of reform would not complete their eighth 
year till 1806, the Governors were enabled, out of the annual faviugs, to finilli 
the accommodation for twelve hundred Children, to enlarge the Chapel then in a 
ruinous ftate and calculated for a much finaller Eftablifliment, and to commence 
immediately to receive Children at eight iuftead often years of age. 



* The number of Children who adually attain the age of ten years is greater than in tliis propor- 
tion; but fome are returned to their parents every year, and fome are withheld by their nurfes, 
fometimes in confequence of a ftrong attachment to them having been formed, and fonietimes in con- 
fequence of their having become nfeful; thefe two caufes reduce the number to be atmually dratted, 
fo as to render the foregoing co'inputatiou to be not very far from the truth, abfolute precifion is 
manifeltly unattainable..

Out of this meafure, however, circumftances arofe wliich were altogether unex- 
pedfd, which could neither be forefeen nor provided againft, and which necef- 
farily le<l to farther expenditure in order to make the Eftablidmient completely 
fitted to fulfil the expectations held out to Parliament in the Petition prefented iu 
tlieSeffionofi8o4. A fevere malady (chiefly dyfentery, but affuming different 
/liapes, and fuppofed to be occafioned by the change of diet and mode of living), 
broke out among the younger Children in the two years in which this early draft- 
ino-took place, which fpread among the grown Children and alfo the Adults of 
the Eflablilhment. The former Infirmary accommodation was found utterly in- 
adequate; feveral of the Dormitories, deligned for and ordinarily appropriated 
to the ufe of the healthy, w^erc converted into temporary Hofpitals for the fick ; in 
fpite of vigilance, attention, and care the mortality, as we are informed, was con- 
fiderable and alarming in botn years, and it was found impradlicable to condudi: 
the Inflitutiou upon the enlarged plan without a new and much more exteufive 



Infirmary. 

The number of lives preferved has alfo confiderably exceeded the calculation; 
the fum paid for nurfes wages in the year ending the 5th .January 1803, was 
eight tboufand one hundred and forty-three pounds eleven fliilljngs and fixpence ; 
whereas in every fucceeding year it has fuccefiively iiicreafed, as will appear from 
the following Table,

The Infirmary is roofed in, but the infide work is not completed ; the expence 
thereby incurred, together with the increafed demand for pay of the country 
nuiTes ha.s occafioned an excels of the annual Expenditure above the Income for 
the lafl two years, iiifomuch that it appears that on the 5th of January 1808 the 
Inftitution was indebted to the amount of nine thoufand four hundred and thirty- 
five pounds nineteen thilllngs-and teiipence halfpenny, including the amount of 
the wages then due to the nurfes in the country, but not paid until the 24th of 
June following; and on the 5th of January 1809 the amount of ten thoufand 
eight hundred and feventy-fix pounds three lliiliings and eight pence, the amount 
of wages then due being alfo included, which debt will probably be not much re- 
duced on the 5th of January 1810, although the Govevnoi's have fufpended the 
completion of the buildings already begun, and the drafting of Children, and alfo 
reduced their expencesin every inftance in which it was ])rafticable. 

Their prefent embarraffment feems to have been almoft unavoidable, and to 
have arifen from tliree caufes. 

ifl.—The increafed demand for the pay of country nurfes. 

2d)y. — I’he encreafed price of the necelfaries of life and of building materials. , 

3rdiy.-— The adoption of a plan for enabling them fully to meet the exyiedla- 
tions of the public and their own ideas of duty, in providing accommodations 
fuitable to the exigencies of the augmented Eitablilhment, without having taken 
into their view either of tlie foregoing coiifideratioiis. 

Such is the adlual ftate of tliis Inftitution with refpedl: to Funds at prefent, 
viz. 

ift. A Debt contracted, adly. Riiildings neceflary for the comfortable ac- 
commodation of twelve hundred Children commenced, but not yet completed. 

■ 
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o.rdIy. An Income quite inadequate (loaded as it now is with a heavy debt) to ; 
compl' te the buildings ncceff.jry for condncling the Inftitution, or even to defray 
tlie ordinary expences of the Eflaldilhment, 

So far as the circurnftances above Rated arife from the expence incurred by 
building, they are of a temporary and accidental nature; fo far as they are owing 
to the advance in tlie pi'iceoftiie necefiaries of life, the caufe is common to all 
other ERablidiments ; bat the increafe of expence arifing from the diminution of 
mortality is a contingency to which this Inftitution muft always be ftibjeft, and 
there are other difficulties growing out of the very nature of the Eftablifliment, 
and requiring to be diftinctly Rated, which render it impradlioahie to form any 
corredt eftimate of the ex pence of maintaining it for any number of years to come, 
and which will require on the part of the Governors the utmoft vigilance and con- 
fiant care and attention. 

jP. — The eftimate on wdiich the Governors proceeded when they prefented 
tlieir Petition to Parliament in 1803, and every eftimate hitherto made of the ex- 
pences of conducing this Lftablithinent, has been founded on the fiippohtion that 
the number of aupua! admiffions v.'ould not on an average exceed two tlioufaad. It 
will appear by the inf[)e6lion of the fubjoined Table that this fiippofttion is fup- 
ported by the experience of eight years ending 24th June i 807, as well as by the 
averageof formeryears. But the fameTable will fliew, that lince that period a 
coiifiderable augmentation has taken place in the admiffions, and lliat the number 
received in the year ending 31ft December 1808 exceeded the average number 
of tlie preceding eight years by four hundred and fourteen.

A proportionate increafe has taken place in the months whicli have already ex- 
pired of the current year, as we are informed, but a fufficient period has ^not 
yet elapfed to juftify aiiv conclufion as to its probable permanence. If in the 
courfe of a year or two the number ftiould return to its former average or fink 
below it, the general circurnftances of the Eftablifliment would not be materially 
affeded by fuch a temporary fluctuation ; but if it ffiould continue for a number 
of years together, the whole plan of Education would be overthrown, or at leaft 
rendered extremely imperfeCt, and the difficulties which it was the objedtofthe 
increafed Eftabliffiment to remove would return with confiderable force. To 
explain this it muft be remembered, that but twelve hundred can be accommo- 
dated in the Houfe, and that this number would be kept up by the annual draft- 
ing of four hundred Children; that four hundred at leaft would be annually fur- 
nilhed out of anadmiffion of two thoufand, and that the addition of four hundred 
more admitted would give eighty additional drafts, one in five being fuppofed to 
live to eight years. The increafe would not be felt in the Houfe for feven years, 

193. 
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but then it would be neceflary either to apprentice out Children who had not 
been four years in the Houfe, onto leave eighty Children, who ought to betaken 
in without Education in the countrj'-, and this number would (on the hypothefis 
on which we are now proceeding) ; be augmented every year, if therefore the ad- 
miffions fhould continue to increafe, the difficulty could be met in two ways 
only. 

By increafing the Houfe accommodation, or by limiting the admiflions, whicli 
ai e at prefent without any reflri(5tion. 

1'he former method is liable to great and obvious objeSions ; it would pro- 
bably be deemed advifable to refort to the latter, and in a country circumftanced 
as this is, where unlimited admiflion has prevailed for a great number of vears, 
it w'ill be extremely difficult to devife any mode of reflraint which will not be 
liable to confiderable objedUons. 

zdiy. — As the average number of two thoufand admiffions gives an annual ave- 
rage of at leafl four hundred drafts at eigiit years of age, it is plain, that whenever 
the Houfe fliall be filled up to the EflabliJliment of twelve hundred, the drafting 
cannot be carried on unlefs four hundred Children fliall be apprenticed in every 
year ; this expofes the plan to great uncertainty. The average number hitherto 
apprenticed Ijas never amounted to one hundred and thirty, as will appear by 
the fubjoined Table* ; there mufl be a great increafe of demand for apprentices, 
in order to eftablilli an outlet for a fufficient number; however as during a con- 
fiderable portion of the period on which this obfervation is founded, there was 
not a fufficient number of Children properly qualified in point of age and educa- 
tion on tlie lift, and as the improved character of the Inftitutioii and the good 
conduct of feveral lately apprenticed, has, as ive are informed, given birth to many 
applications for apprentices, which under the aClual circumftances of the Hof- 
pital could not be complied with, there is reafoii to hope that this difficulty will 
be furmounted. 

3(lly. — The prefent ivages of the country nurfes (except for the firft year) is 
but three pounds per annum, and at this very moderate expence the Children 
are maintained and (in feme fort) clothed to the age of eight years ; at prefent the 
Children of the Foundling Hofpital are much fought for by the Poor, but if from 
any change in tiie circbmftances of the labouring clafles in the province of 
Leinfter, the maintenance of a Child at three, pounds fhould ceafe to be an 
object, the expence of the Inftitution mufl neceffarily be increafed by aug- 
menting the pay of the country nurfes. ...

All Infants under the age of one year prefented at the Gate of the Foundling 
Hofpital are admitted, a Begiftry is kept by the Porter, in which are noted the 
number received (diftinguifliiug Males from Females, and thofe that are ex- 
pofcd from fuch as are delivered by their parents), and tiie places from whence 

they 
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tiiey come, the Surgeon (who is not a refident Officer) attends daii\'- and exa- 
mines the Children received, if found to be in health they are Yent (o (he 
country to be wet-nurfed ; if difeafed, or if their filiiation in point of healtii be 
doubtful, they are retained in what is termed, “ the Infant Department of the 
llofpital” under the care of the Surgeon and a refident Apothecary ; a proper 
•number of wet-nurfes is always employed in the Houfefor the management of 
thefefickly or doubtful Children, and as foon as their health is fiifficiendy efa- 
blilhed they are fent to the country. 

Of fuch country nurfes there Ys always a fufficient number attending in ex- 
peftation of employment. They come from all the counties in Leinlter (ex- 
cept the county of Kilkenny), but chiefly from the county of Dublin, and tboie 
immediately bordering on it, AVicklow, Kildare, and Meath j the flated wao-es 
of the nurfes are three pounds per annum, and at this fmall annual expence 
everyChiidis maintained till the period arrives of them into the Hof- 

•pital, except during the full year ; but at the end of that year, in addition to the 
unnual wages, the wet-nurfes receive a bounty of two pounds each, provided 
the Child is produced at the Hofpitai in good healiii and with every appearance 
of having been well nurfed and carefully attended to ; as to wiiicii circumfiances, 
after a ftridl examination, report is made by t!>e Surgeon. 

All perfons applying to be employed in the nurling or care of Children mufi; 
produce certificates of good charafler from fome refpe6labie refident gentry or 
farmers in the neighbourhood from whence they come. Tim Children ‘*-eneraIiv 
remain with them till the period of drafting them into the Houfe; in^ o-eneral 
a ftrong attachment Isfiated to be formed between the Nnrfe and Child, that 
the Children fometimes become adopted into the families in which they are piaced, 
that there are frequent inftances of women relitiquifliing their wages rather thari 
part with the Children entrufted to their care, and that the feparatioa feldom takes 
place without tears on both fides; no nurfe receives her wages v/ithout pro- 
ducing the Child at the Hofpitai ^ they are paid once a year, and the period 
fixed is the fummer months of June, July, and Augult, when the days are long 
•and the weather and roads favourable for travelling. In the Appendix, No. 3, 
will be found a Table, ffiewing the comparative number of admiiiious from the 
feveral counties in Ireland for nine years and a half, eijding the 31ft of De- 
cember 1 808, 

S C H O O I. S. 

When the Children are drafted into the Houfe, they are difperfed through 
the feveral Schools. There are at prefent twelve Eemale and four Male Schools, 
the numbers in which are various according to the ftate of the Houfe, and the 
number of the Schools is fometimes reduced according to cii’cumllances. Each 
School is under the care of a Mafter or Miftrefs, affifted by Monitors chofen from 
among the Children. The Female Schools are under the immediate fuperinten- 
dance of the Chaplain, who is anfwerable for their religious inftruction ; the 
Male Schools are alfo under the care of a fuperinteudant ; the arrangement with 
refpeftto the Female Schools was fettled by the Governeffies, with the approbation 
of the Governors, immediately after the Hofpitai wa.s placed by the Legiflature 
under the prefent fyftem of government in the year 1798. 

The Plan on which the Male Schools are conducted w’as not adopted till the 
year 1802, when the Reverend Henry Murray was appointed Siiperintendant, 
an Office then firfi; inftituted by the Governors from experience of the neceffity 
ot it, and from which it appears the molt beneficial confequence.s liave refulted; 
of this gentleman we feel ourfelves bound to lay, that his plan of inftrucSion and 
the fuccefs which has attended it give liim the Itongeft claim to public notice and 
patronage; by his fingle efforts, and without being indebted either to Dr, Bell or 
Mr. Lancafter, he has introduced much that is truly valuable in their lyftems 
into the Schools of the Hofpitai ; we had an opportunity of wifnefiing the pro- 
grefs of the Children under his care, and found it to be fully anfwerable to the 
charadler we had heard of it. His method of inftruciion is detailed in a paper of 
his own writing (fee Appendix, No. 8.), and in which he gK'es due commendation 
to the fyftem of teachingthe Children to write, which has been followed for fome 
years with very great fuccefs. 

Each of ’the Female Schools fends a certain number of Girls in rotation every- 
day to the Laundry and to the Spinning-fchool, the reft remain in the Schools; 
^ 93 * C part 
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part of the (lay is devoted to works of induftry, and the greater part to inftruc- 
tioii in reading, writing, arithmetic, and the principles of the Proteftant Religion ; 
the Roys likewifeare alternately employed at their refpedtive Trades and at School, 
each Child receiving three days School inflrudlion in the week. For further 
detail as to the Plan of Education we refer to the Appendix, No. 8 . 

The principle on which the Governors fet out, when they prefented their Pe- 
tition to Earl Hardwicke, preparatory to their Petition to Parliament in the year 
1803, was, that each Cliild fliould receive four years Education, being taken in 
at the age of eight, and apprenticed at the age of twelve years. Tlie'Houfe 
being capable of accommodating but twelve hundred Children, and about four 
hundred being the annua! average number to be drafted in, it .is obviou.s, that the 
circumfiances of the luOitution do not admit of the period allotted to Education 
being any longer pi’otraCied ; and as half of this period is devoted to induftry, it 
requii'es fedidous exertion on the part of all thofe employed in the Education of 
the Children to improve the fliort fpace of time allowed for this purpofe to tlic 
|3eft advantage ; nor does this exertion appear to be w'anting in any branch of 
this Department. The duties of the Chaplain (under wbofe fuperintendance the 
Education of the Females is placed) being alfo difeharged in the mofl exemplary 
manner by the Rcvei-end Henry Crofton, who has lilled tliat office for upw^ards 
of thirty years. The proficiency of llie Children of both fexe.s, efpecialiy in re- 
ligious knowledge, has excited the waxmeft approbation of all thofe who have 
attended the examination at the Foundling Hofpital; and at the annual Cate- 
chetical Examination of Children felecled from all tiie Schools cn Charitable 
Foundations in the Metropolis and its vicinity, the progrefs of the Children of 
the Foundling Hofpital lias been jjarficularly dilUnguiihed. The fruits of this 
fedulous care of their Education are ftated to iiave been happily experienced in 
the condudt of many of the Children who have of late years been apprenticed, 
from the Houfe, among whom it appears, that there ha\'e been feveral eminent 
and fatisfaCtoiy iiffiancf's of exemplary good condudl and fidelity, which has been 
rewarded by the confidence and friendfliip of their employers and their own 
advancement in liie.* 

The feparation between the Male and Female Schoolsis completej there aredif- 
tindt play-grounds for each fex, quite inaccelfible to the other. 

tVOOLLEN FACTORY. 

The Woollen Factory at the Foundling Hofpital was eftai^liihed in the year 
1799. 7 'he prefent Superintendant wa.s engaged in May 1802. It comprifes 
the manufaQ;aring of Broad Cloth, Camlet, and Flannel, and fupplies the Hofpi- 
ta! with Cloth for the Boys’ Clothing, Camlet for the Girls’ Gowns, &c. and 
Flannel for the Infants. 'I'hei’e are at leaft one hundred Boys employed in the 
Faciory, firiy working each day niternately ; on the other days of the week they 
are at School. They are thus trained for Woollen, Cotton, or Silk Nlamifadturers j 
many of'tlie Hoys at the time of their being apprenticed have been able'to earn, 
as Rated to ns, from one guinea to thirty ffiiliings per week; every Boy i.s 
allowed one-fixlli of his earnings, of which a regulai' Account i.s kept by ,thc' 
Supcrinfemlant, nut of wliich he i.s paid two-pence per week, aitd the remainder 
is laid bv and paid on Ins leaving the Hof|)ital. 

The Fadtory has confidei'a!)ly encreafed the demand for Apprentices, the ufe- 
ful habits of induftry, thus actjiiired, hold out a greater inducement to the iiiduf-' 
trious inanufadturers than a fee. 

There arelikewife about eighty of the Female Cliildren employed in fpinning, 
carding, and reeling the Yarn for the fupply of .the Looms; ihe ages of the Boys 
employed are from ten to twelve years, of the Gii’Is from feven to ten years. 
The attention of the Girls after that period is more particularly directed to im- 
provement in needle-work ; the net profit to the Hof{)ital, after defraying every 
expence of attendance, repair-s and the Superinten(iant’s Salary, is about one. 
huudied and fifty poiuHls per annum. ^

Several 
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Several of the Commiflioners wliofe names are fubfcribed to this Report vifitod 
the Hofpital on the 20th of July laft, and werellruck vvilh the order and regularity 
which every where prevailed, as well as with the neatnefs and healthy appearance 
of the Clhidren in the Schools and Work-rooms. I'he whole economy indeed 
of the Mofpital appeared truly admirable, and refle6l.s the higiieft credit on thofe 
refpedlable perfons, of each fex, who have for fome years devoted their time and 
attention to the prefervation of tiie lives offo many human beings, and to their 
fiibfeqnent Education infuch habits and branches of inftmdtion, as cannot fail to 
render them ufeful and valuable to fociety. 

APPRENTICES. 

We find that great carets now exercifed by the Governors in the choice of tho 
perfons to whom they apprentice the Children ; a Certificate as to the character 
and morals, and alfo as to the ability of the perfon applying to maintain and inftru{5t 
an Apprentice in the Trade which he profefies to teach, figned bv the Minifter 
and Churchwardens of the pariOi in which the applicant refides', is always re- 
quired. In addition to thefe precautions, the Officers of the Eftabliffinient, in 
their turns, vifit the abodes of the perfons applying (when refident in the City of 
Dublin), and after having infpecled the accommodation, and made further and 
more minute enquiry into the character and circumftances of the applicants, fend 
into the Governors a report in writing, ligned by tliem refpectively, without 
receiving which no order is made for granting an Apprentice. 

Notwit hftanding all thefe precautions, difappointnients 'are fometitnes found 
.to occur; and, indeed, among a great munber of Children it is to be expected 
that fome will turn out ill ; but this failure is in feveral inflances to be attributed 
to the negledt, caprice,- and ill-treatment of their employers. 

An infpeclion of the ftate of all the Children apprenticed from the Hofpital 
was made about eight years ago by the Officers of the Houfe, under the diredliou 
pf the Governors of the Hofpital ; and a report made founded thereon ; and fince 
■that period much information has been obtained cafually, and by the exertion^ 
pf individuals, as to the fituation of the Appventice.s. But there is no ftated 
general provifion, conneded with the Eftabliffiment, for'continiiing the fuperin- 
tending care and protedion of the Governors over their Children, after they have 
•left the Hofpital; the meafure is not free from difficulties ; in thecourfe of a few 
years, there will be two thoufand five hundred Apprentices clifperfed over all parts 
of Ireland, But we are confident that means may be devifed for overcoming them, 
and we truft, that the attention of the Governors which has been fo laudably 
exercifed in the reformation of this Eliablifliment, and in advancing it to its 
prefent ftate of order and improvement, will continue to be direded with the 
lame zeal and judgment to fupply iviiat is yet warning to complete the fyftem. 
The meafures purfued by the Governors of the Foundling Hofpital in London 
for the purpofe, are recommended as highlv deferving their confideration. 

; Wefubjoin a Itatement of the Salaries, Wages, and Emoluments of the Officers 
and Servants, Schoolmafters and Miftrefies on the 5tli of April 1809. (Appendix, 
No. 4.), alfo tlie Dietaries of all the different defcriptioiis of perfons in the Houfe 
(Appendix, No. 5.), alfo a return of the number of Children in the Houfe on the 
13 th of April 1809 (Appendix, No. 6.), which number has been reduced fomewhat 
•fince by the apprenticing of Children, and will not be augmented this year, the 
Governors having been obliged, in conlequence of the ftate of their I'mids, to 
ppftpone the drafUng of Children till the year 1810; alfo a ftateinent pf the 
number of Children fuppofed to be alive at nurfe (Appendix, No. 9.), which 
ftatement however i.s in fome meafure conjedlui'al, and caimot be reMed, on as 
accurate. , The provifions and almolt all articles of confiimption are fupplied by 
contradl, made after public advertifement. Tiiere is a garden of about three 
acres which fupplies the Hofpital with vegetables in abundance; it is cultivated 
by a gardener, one labourer, and eighteen boys, nine of wiiich are employed 
every day on the fame principle that regulates tlie alternate luccellion of Labour 
and School Education throughout the Houfe. The cheap rate at which Children 
are reared in the country i.s what, has enabled the Ciovernors to conduct the In- 
ftitution on terms of advantage to the public. Fi om the Table already referred 
to (fupra) wliich contains a ftatement of the dillerent deferipribns of Ciiil- 
dreii received, it appears that this Infiitutiou is not confined 1.0 Foundlings, pro- 
perly fo xiailed, but affords relief to a confiderable number of the pooreft clafs of 
193. the 
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the community, over-burthened with families greater than they are able to 
maintain. 

Without deciding on the policy of fuch Inftitutions in general, or even the 
expediency of eftabliHiing fuch an Hofpital in this country (if none fuch were 
in exiftence), it is roanifeft that the fudden abolition of it would be in the higheft 
degree impolitic. Befides relinquiflilng the pofitive advantage to Society of 
fending every year into the Community a number of well educated Children, a 
fudden interruption of free admiffion at the Gate, after fuch a refource having 
been fo many years open to the poor and the profligate, would probably be fol- 
lowed by the abandonment of many Infants. It follows neceffarily that the In- 
ftitution mull continue to be fupported ; and as the benefits refulting from the 
mere faving of lives, without fuitable provifion for their inftruftion, are compara- 
tively inconfiderable, and as the whole courfe of Education will be obftruded if 
the Governors are not enabled to carry into effeS; the Plan pointed out in their 
Petition to Parliament prefented in the Seflion of 1803; we cannot help fub- 
initting to the confideration of the Legiflature the expediency of fuch additional 
Grant, in aid of tlie Funds of this Inftituiion, as Ihall enable the Governors to 
difcharge the Debt already contrafted, and complete the Buildings neceflary for 
the accommodation of twelve hundred Cliildren ; recommending at the fame time 
ftrenuoufly that the attention of the Governors Ihould be fpeedily directed to the 
increafed number of admiffions at the Gate, which has taken place fince the ill 
of January 1808, and the means of limiting and reflraining admiffion, fo far as 
fhali appear prafticable, confillently with humanity and found policy.

WE fend the Accounts of the Foundling Kofpital you dedre, hut although they are made 
.up in this manner to the 5th January in each year for the Commiirioners of impreft, yet 
you will pleafe to recoiled^ that the annual general pay for the country nurfes .is made up 
to the 24th June in each year, therefore the balance elHinated to be due to them on the 
5th January is only introduced in this manner to comply with the defire of the ImprcH: 
Board; although fuch amount will be part of the yearly wages paid to the nurfes for and 
after the 24th June following. 

And that the Houfe Tax is chargeable from the 24th June in each year, and likewife intro 
duced in this manner to fquare the Accounts for the Impvcll Hoard, in order to fhew what 
wouldbe the ftate of the -luRit-utjon, fiippofing all matters to terminate on the 5th January. 

But you will perceive it will nearly prove the true itate of the queflion, and Ihew how much 
the Expetice has exceeded the Income; if you will compare the Amount of the Debts as wc 
have flated them (excluding the nurfes wages) with the Balance of Cafli then xemainiiig, 
and the diflerence will prove the deficiency..

To the Right hononrahle and Honourable the Knights, Citizens, and Burgefles, aflembled in 
the Parliament of the CJniicd Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland;— The PETIT! O N 
of the Governors of thel'ouNDLiNC Hospital in Dublin, 

Moil humbly Sheweth, 

THAT the condudl and management of the Inflitiition having been placed 'by Adi of 
Parliament paffed in Ireland in the 37th year oiTiis Majeily’s iieign, under a ne-w fyftem 
of government, the Governors confider it tiveir duty to infert in tlieir Petition to this 
Honourable Houfe, a concife explanation of the flate of the Charity, the progr-efs that haa 
been made in carrying into effect the benevolent defigns of I’arliatuen-t, .and the- growing 
.exigencies of the Infcitution, arifing ou-t of improvements adopted in confequence of the 
exprefs interference of the LegiOature. 

That on the firft day of November 1803, there were fuppoitcd by the InfUtution four 
thoufaud three hundred Children, of whom fix hundred and lifiy have been in the Houfe, 
a^^ed ten years and upwards, thirty eight Infants in the Nuifcry, and three tlmufand fix 
hundred and twelve at nurfe, or maintained in tiie country, of whom one Jmndied and 
fourteen are grown Children, lent thither- on account of their bad ftate of health. 

That feveral ufeful Manufadtm-es have been eftablilhed in- die Houfe, for the inftrudlion 
and employment of the Cbildren, by which they have been enabled in fbme degree to 
lighten the expence of tlieir maintenance and clothing, and have ma<le fome progrefs ia 
acquiring uleful habits of induftry, 

that the Schools of ti?e Inftitution have been placed under a new fyftem of management, 
■calculated to improve to tbe utinoft the ftiort peiiod which (under the {u-eft-nt circum- 
Itances of the Inftitution) can be allotted to Education, and which in die few inftances 
where an opportunity has been afforded of a fair iiiai has been attended with beneficial 
etfedls, furpaliing the moft fanguine expedlations; and tliat the Children fo ioi:^ as they 
•can be futfexed to remain in the Houle, are carefully infiructed in reading, writing, arith- 
metic, and the principles of the Proteftant Religion. 

That in the courfe of the laft year, an entire new Roof has been put in the greater part 
•of the Building (a mealure of indilpenfiblc neceffity for its prefcrvation), and Inch anew 
arrangement made in the internal dilpolitioii of tbe apartments, as to enable the Governors 
to accommodate with eale, an additional number office hundred and fifty Children. 

The Governors beg leave further to Itate, that the resrnlaticns which \v<-re adopted in the 
year 17Q7, for the better management of the Infant Department of the Inftitution, have 
been attended with the moft lalutary cffeHs, with a view to the objcH to wliich they were 
immediately direcled, namely, the diminilhiug the mortalify among the Iniant Children, 
which had prevailed to fuch an extent as to become the fubject of Parliainciitary Iii- 
veftigation ; and that in conlequence of the regulations which commenced in I 797 > 
uuinber of lives faved in the fix years fubfequeut 'to that period, when compared with the 
number faved in the fix years immediately prior to it, has been augmented in a proportion 
of nearly three to one. ^ ,-.• 

This accumulation of numbers to be maintained out of the I'lindsof the Tiiftltution, a 
.confcquence-neceftarily relblting from the upright dilcharge ol an obvious duty, to which 
the attention of the Governors was in the lirit iuftaiicc direbted, and wliich was peculiarly 
confided 10 their charge by the Legillature, mull unavoidably lead to an increale of annual 
expence, which could not long be fuftaiued by a iyftem even ol the moft rigid economy, 
nor fupported even for a limited period by any other expedient titan that ol reducing the 
number on the internal Bftablilhment ot the Houfe, and the contracting the period allotted 
for the purpofes of Education ; hence the improvements in the Infant Department adopted 
in 1797, confidence of Parliamentary Support, not only require additional aid in 

conlequence of the mere accumulation of numbers, but until that aid be granted inuft 
fruftrate all endeavours to attain another objedt of the Inftitution not lefs important than 
the mere faving of lives, namely, the eftablilhinent of a regular lyftcm of Education to be 
continued for a ftated period, tl'irongh which every Child mull pals previous to his or her 
103. E being 
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fV'n^apprendced.from the Hofpital; this period cannot witliany reafonabie profpetb of 
. effectually attaining tlie.objca in view, be contrac'ted within a Hiorter compafs than foac 
years, to commence at eight and terminate at twelve years of age. 

To carry this Plan into effedt, it would l)e neceffary to augment the number on the internal 
Eftablilluiient of the Houie, from fix hundred and fifty to twelve hundred Children; to 
Inch an augmentation the prefeiit Funds of the 'Inftitutiou are plainly inadequate, the' 
expence of bare maintenance in obfeure fituations of the coimtiy on the external Efta- 
biidiment, being trifling in comparilbn with that of Maintenance, Clothing, and. Education 
in the lloufe; nor.can the increafe of annual cxpence from the propofed addition of five 
liundred and fifty Children to the Schools, be rated at a lefs-fum than five thoufand pounds 
per imnum, making the annual Expence of the whole number to be maintained and 
educated from Infancy to the age of twelve years,, to be oiv an average fix pounds fixteen 
fliliiugs and 'five pence per Child ; that until the Governors fliall be enabled by the liberality 
of Parliament to carry the above extenfion of their Schools into execution, the Childreir 
niuft be liiffered to remain in. the coimlry to the age of eleven or twelve years and upwards, 
hv which time their habits are - ib.formed as to render their inftruclion, particularly in the 
juincipies of the ProteiUmt Ueligi-ou, to which, the prejudices imbibed among their mirfcs 
are altoo-ether ’adverfe, a talk of the greateft difficulty; efpecially as in order to make room 
for the reception of the numbers wlio in every fuccellive-year attain the fame period ot life, . 
it has become and muft continue neceffary to apprentice them out, as opportunities occur, 
in the courfe of the fame year in which they are placed bn the internal Eflablifhment. 

The:, Governors, would deem tlieinfeives deficient in the duty which they owe to the 
. Public, if they were to withhold tiiefe iatts from the notice of Parliament ; they feel them ' 
ielves compelled unequivocally. to .ffate that as a Seminary for the Education of Children 
in the principles of Loyalty to their King, and attaclnnent to the Proteftaiit Religion and 
Conltkution of the Country, the Foundling Holpital docs not nor cannot be made. to 
fulfil the 'purpoie of its Efrablilhiuent on the prefent footing, andon the prelent icale of

Ntirfes muft be recommended by fome refpeaable Perfon, or by the Clergyman of the 
Parilh, wages £ 2 , per year, and a premium of 40s. at the end of the firll year upon the pro- 
duction of the Cliild in good health. ^ 
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A Report on the BOYS who have been apprenticed from the Foundling Hofpital within 
the iaft feven years, June 7th 1809. 

THE Children of tWs Inftitution being difperfed throughout Ireland on their leaving- the 
Houfe, it is impollible to Ipeak of their individual conduiS with precilion ; it is certain* than 
Ibme elope from their fituations owing to caprice, feverity, and inattention of fome Mafters 
and Miltrelfes who ufe them harflily (whereas they were accuftomed to good treatment 
when in the Hofpital), or to a rambling, uniettled ftate of mind uncurbed by parental love 
or fear. 

It is a pleafing reflexion that moii of the Children are found to be amenable, and at leaft 
not inferior to thofe of any other luftitutioii; it is no bad proof of tliis, that of forty-five 
Boys fent at different times to the Fadfory at Buncranna, in the county of Donegal, not a 
fmgle elopement has taken place, and their fuperintendant has reprefented them as fober 
and affiduous. 

But befides thofe, and many others like thofe, who are ferving their tlpie faithfully, 
there are others who diltinguifli themlelves while in the Houfe by their learning, and they 
are now, with a very_ few exceptions, reaping the fruits thereof. Samuel Sharpe is Shopkeeper 
to Mr. Simpfon of College Green ; William Mount was much in the confidence of hi* 
Matter the late Dr. Plunkett, and he now lives with the Dodior’s brother; John Whitelaw 
late an Uflier in one of the Charter Schools, but now a Clerk to tlie Fadtory at Buncranna • 
Jacob Wall, once a Matter in the Inftitution, but now'a Soldier in the 26th Regiment and 
Matter of the Regimental School; Samuel Ranger, once a Matter alfo, and though dif- 
miffed for inifcondudf, there are ftill hopes that the religious impreilions which he received 
heie, will under the influence of Divine Grace reclaim him, tlie fame may be hoped of 
James Wilder, who was once of the number of our Matters ; Nicholas Bali is Matter of the 
free School founded by Lord Suuderlin for the ufe of his Tenants; David Wilmott and 
Thomas Connor are now both confidential Servants, the former to 1 ). Philpott of Derry 
Lottbry, in thc_ county of Wicklow, the latter .to Joim VVilis, Elquire, of Baltiboys; 
Mathew Gilfon is Shopkeeper to Thomas Wright-of Monaghan, Merchant; Edward Smith, 
Clerk in the Marquis of Sligo’s Farm Yard; Neil Plant, bound alfo to the late Marquis, had 
his Indentures given up to him, witli a preleiitof ten pounds as a reward for his good con- 
duct; John Porch is now a Matter in the Holpital; James Mills and John Hayes both 
Clerks to Mr. Younghulband, an eminent Linen Draper near Beil'aft; Francis Lee, Clerk 
to Mr. M* Cullogli, another Cloth 'Merchant near Lilburn; Michael Dimn, bound to a

John Crantton, Shopkeeper to Mr. Moore, ironmonger of High-Street; Richard York)

Frourtiic fivft of'Novcmber to the fiiTt of- March in each year die Children of the 
.■•FoundUii'’- Hofpitul rife at leveu in the morning, during the two months of March and 

• 0<Tobcr they rife at fix and are at bufmels by feven, but from the firlt of April to the firfl; 

• of OiTober they rife at five, and being allowed nearly an hour for drelling, faying their 
: prayers, v/sHung and combing, by fix they are feated in their forms and commence by 
r-Speiling Lelibns, faid off or on Book, according to their {landing and progrefs, they proceed 

next to°their Reading Leffons, each Clafs being under the care of a Monitor; a quarter 
‘ before eight they all ftand up to Catcchirm, fomc to the fliort Catcchifra, fome to the lame 

• broken into fliort quefeious, mid fome to Stopford’s, Croffman’s, and Mann’s ; at eight they 
o-o to Ciiapel, about twenty minutes after eight the bell rings for Brcakfafl, after which they 

/nnmediatclv proceed to make their beds and fweep theh Dormitories, School Rooms, 
.-&c. &c. at'half afteniine they return to School, when all fuch Boys from all the other 
Schools as can read the Teflament, ademble under the Monitor who examines for tiiat day 
: (the head Monitors examine in fuccedion), he prepares Jtheni until ten in a chapter or two 
of the Old or New Teflament as the cafe may be; in the mean timethe Mailers (who have a 
Saiiirv of twenty pounds per annum, with diet and lodging) are mending or making Pens 
and {{rranging the Copies and Pieces for writing ; a Boy is let on writing when he can read 
the Halter, the writing Paper is bought ruled, which laves much time, and the Mailers 
. cut it in ibcli a way .tliat each quire contains one hundred and ninety-two copies ; this is the 
. plan of ?vir. Siffon'Darling, and it deferves great commendation ; for as our Boys who are 
at School and at trades alternately, write only three days in the week, a quire of paper 
more than I'uffiees for an individual during the whole year ; written fpecimens from each 
.•School ai-e lakh before the Governors every quarter, and a Silver Pen is adjudged to the 
Boy who has excelled all ; this is often prelented not to the very bell writer, but to him 

• who has made the greateft progrefs in a given time ; this practice excites alfo confiderable 

• emulation among the Mailers, each wilhing to fecure the Pen for his own School. 

A little before twelve, all the Boys who can read the Teftament repair to the Examination 
Room, and at twelve .the Superintendant of the Male School ti'ies the proficiency of all in 
the portion of Scripture appointed ibr that day, teaching them to think, and to reafon upon 
■ the fails and dodrines which may aiafe; when he finimes this talk, the Monitor, who lias 
been liftening attentively, goes over the fame part again in .the prefence of the Superin- 
nendaat, who coireils iuch queftions as may have been alked amifs; thus the boys are 
. taught to explain the fame chapter three times in the fame day, independent of their reading 
it in their feats and tokheir Mailer ; while the maa-c advanced Boys are thus occupied, the 
Mafters have Icilurc to devote themfelves to the advancement of the junior Claffes. 

At. half after one all re-affem We in-the School Room, and inftaiitiy Hand up to the Catechifm 
under .Monitors until a quarter before two, when they go to walh and prepare for Dinner, 
at two they dine, .after dinner fome are fent to clean knives &c. &c. and fome take recreation 

• until four, when they return to School^ the upper Boys then begin to work ilims, to learn 

• tables,. 8cc. and the juniors read and fpell, the two head Monitors from each School now alfo 

• collcc^l under one Mailer for the purpofe of learning arithmetic. He is-allowed four guineas 
yearly for this, and he examines them in general terms one evening in each week:; at half 
after fix they alUland up again to the Catechifm, and at a quarter before feven .they difperfe 
•to prepare for Supper, which is ferved to them at feven. In the fummer months tliey play 

• after fupper until eight, but in winter they pafs iaimecUately from the -Hall to their Dor- 
. mitories. 

This is thcconllant routine of duty three days in each week, and the three other days are 
fpciit in like manner .at their relpectlve Trades; the Books ufed in the Inltitution are AI- 
- phabetical Cards, from one of which placed in a window or pinned againft a wall, one 
little Boy touches fix others witheafe; then Manfon’s Primmer and Spelling Book, the Pfalter, 
Univerfal Spelling Book, Mrs. Trimmer’s Abridgment of the Oid Teflament; thefe with 
the Catechifins already enumerated, the four Gofpels, Adis of the Apoftles, and Darling’s 
Arithmetic, conftitute the whole of our couvfe; the head Monitors have one copy of Joie- 
phus among them, which they read with, fiugular pleafurc and edification. You will pei- 
ceive that the bias of our lyileih leans much to Religious Inllrublion, in every country 
and among all ranks the Bible Ihould be made the bafis of Religious Education, if your ob- 
-jcdl be to improve the heart and the affeblions. 

The time to be allotted in future for the acquifition of thofe branches of knowledge is four 
year.s, but as every iecond day is fpent in learning Trades, there are in fabl not two years 
devoted to their attainment, when the time Ipcntin the fiifirmary is fubdubled, and when it 
is confidered, that during the firft month after they are drafted they are pennitted by the 
Surgeon to be pretty much at large; the head Monitors of each School remain in the Houfe 
longer than the above period; the Boys at Trades are divided into Broad Weavei’s, Narrow 

Weavers, 
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Weavers, Winders, Wool Scribblers,’ Wool -Pickers, Stocking Menders, Taylors, Shoe- 
makers, Carpenters, and Gardeners. Tbe Hate of’ each School is laid before the Governors 
'by the Superintendant on the firti Thurfday of each month, together with the names of the 
•beft and word Boys in each Cial's, and a daily return is made to the Chaplain and Superin- 
^tendant, I'pecimens of which are incloied herewith.

REPORT on the Foundling Hofpital. 

To the Right honourable and Honourable the Knights, Citizens, and Burgefles in Parliameiu 
allembled : The PETITION of the Governors of the Foundling Plolpital, 

Most hu.mocy shew'^etii, 

THAT there are at this time fupported by the Charity three thoufand and twelve Children, 
«f whomy/re hundred and eighf i/-Jh are in the HoiiJ'e, aged nine years and upwards, feventy- 
eight Infautsin the Infant Nurfery, and two thoujand three hundred and forty-eight at Nurfe 
in the Country,- of whom one hundred and fifty are fent thither on account of their bad Hate 
of health. 

That the Children of nine years old and upwards are inftrudled in Reading, Writing, and 

rithinetic, ami are employed in feveral ufeful Manufadlures, by which they contribute to 
the Clothing and Maintenance of each other. 

As the Legiflature has thought lit to make an alteration in the form of the government of 
this Holpital, the prefent Governors confider it to be their duty to lay before this Honourable 
Houfc the feveral Staicnients hereunto annexed, in order to explain as clearly as poflible the 
Ttute of this Charity and the grounds upon which they make their prefent application for aid 
in fupport thereof. 

The prefent Governors were eftabliflied in the month of June 1798 ; the Paper No. I. con- 
tains a ftaicmcnt of the Debts due by the Hofpital on the 24th of June 1798 (the neareft 
-period to which tlic Accounts could be made up) and of the Funds at -that time applicable to 
the (lifchargc of thofe Debts, of which however a confiderable part (dated in the Paper No. 
IV.) will be found not to have been prodndtive. 

The Paper No. II. takes up the itatements of the receipts and payments of the Charity 
from the 24th of June 1798 to the 25th of December following, and dates the Cafli adfuall^. 
iX'ceived, the Sums adliially expended, and the Balance remaining in hands at the 25th o‘ 
December laft. 

No. TIL contains a general flatement of the Debts due on account of the Charity on the 
25th of December 1798, and the Funds applicable thereto on that day. The Governors 
nuill.obferve that the Account could not be brought down to a later period. 

The Ibipcv No. IV. contains an Account of the Debts due by the'Hofpital on the 25th of 
December 1798J to which is added the efUmated expence of maintaining the Inftitution from 
the 25th of December 1798 to the 24th of June next; on one fide of the Account the Go- 
vernors have omitted to introduce into the total the fuin of io,o 5 i. 3s. St/, for wages and 
arrears due to the country nmfes on the 25th of December laft, becaufe from the prefent 
arrangements an immediate provifioii for the payment thereof is not required ; on the other 
■tide of the Account they have omitted to introduce into the total fuch articles as they think 
arc not likely to come into adlual receipt in the coiuTe of the year; upon Itriking the ba- 
lance it appears that an Aid from the Public to the amount of y.6,245. 7s. \od. is required 
to dilciiarge tlie Debts and provide for the Expences of this Inltitutioii to the 24th of June 
next. 

With regard to the future annual charge, It appears to the Governors from an average 
formed upon the adtual expcnce of the lalt three quarters, that it will amount to the fum of 
,^.16,737. 15s. pr/. and that the net receipt of the Houfe Tax and other Funds applicable 
to the difeharge thereof will not, in all probability, amount to more than ;f. 6,240. 12s. and 
that the fuin of y. 10,821. 3s. 9J. including Pells and Poundage, in aid of the faid 
Fund, -will be necellary for the fupport of this Ciianty from, the 24th of June next to the 
24th of June 1800. 

The. Governors have made up this eftimate with as much exa< 5 lnefs as was in their power* 
but this Honourable Houfe may be allured that it will be the conilant obje< 51 ; of attention 
ill tliein to keep every expence as low as pollible, confiftently with the humane purpofes of 
fhis [nftiUition, an<l that, if any faving can be made it Iliali be faithfully brought forward in 
account to the Public; the Governors therefore humbly pray this Honourable Houfe will be 
plcafed to make a Grant for tlic ule of this Charity of j^.6,245. 7s. iod. for the difeharge 
of the Debts and for the maintenance of the Inftitution to the 24t!i of June next, and of the 
fiiriher'fuin of ^.10,821. 3s. qc?, for the maintenance of the Iiiftitiiiion for one year ending 
the 24tli of June iSoo, making in all the fum of ;^.i7,o66. 11s. 7c/. for the payment of the 
old Debts and for the maintenance of the Cliarity for eighteen months. 

The Governors take this opportunity of fubmitting their lunnble opinion, that if the col- 
3 e» 5 lion ol the Houfe Tux were transferred -to Ibiue other public department it might be 
more effefUially col!c< 5 tccl, and at a lefs expcnce, and the attention of the Governors being 
relieved from this branch of the bulincis might be more prohtably diredlcd to the charitable 
purpofes of the Ellabliihment; (he money received might l>e lodged in his Majefty’s Trca- 
Imy, si[)[ilicable to this Charity, or a I’lim in lieu thereof might be allotted thereto in fucb 
mamier us to the wil'dom ef the Legiilauire fliould feem molt expedient.

The STATE of the Foundling Hofpital in Dublin, fromgth of July 1707 to 8th of January 
1790, with Obfervations thereon. 

THE following ftatement includes the refult of eighteen months experience of certain 
regulations under which the affairs ofthe Foundling Hofpital' in Dublin have been condiufted 
fince the 9th of -July 1797, which the prefent Board of Governors have detailed at fome 
length, for the purpofe of afeertaining, with as much accuracy as fo fhort a, period of time 
will admit, the practical utility of this great National Eftabliflunent. 

A careful inlpection of Table No. which contains a lyftematic arrangement ofthe 
principal medical fadls .tirat occurred within the period alluded to, will no doubt be ac- 
ceptable to many individuals who have leifure or inclination to purfue fuch enquiries to 
their foil extent, but as oiir objcdl: is to inform the public at large, and as the lubfequent 
Tables will fully elucidate the points we mean principally to iniilt upon, we lliall St prefent 
confine ourfclves to a few obfervations on the complaints arranged in this Table under the 
columns of “ venereal” and doubtful eruptions,” which from their importance claim a 
priority of difeufiion. 

We have to obferve, that on-the- commencement of the new regulations in July 1797, 
a laudable caution and diffidence on the part of the Singeon to de'cide on the precife nature 
of certain local eruptions on the bodies of many of the fnfants, which principally originated 
from the abufes of carriage, but which had heretofore b'een cor.fidei'ed as .unequivocal marks 
of the venereal clifeafe, induced him to clafs a majority of fuch Infants uncier the head of 
“ doubtful eruptions,” although he is now convinced from experience, that imuiy of them 
foclaffed were not contaminated with that complaint, and the reinai'k will be verified when 
we examine the General Table, where in the months fubfequent to July 1797, the doubtful 
eruptions, generally fpeaking, climhiifli in number as the abufes in the carriage were rectified*. 
But as in this ftatement we wifli to avoid bringing -forward any obfervation, hotvever juft 
and weighty it may be, that is expofed to the ftniilleft cavil ; and as in the.prefent cafe we 
latlier feel inclined to alHgn the ulmoft latitude to onr average, we ihall adhere ftriclly to 
the faefts as they ftand in Tabic No. I. which prove, that thirty-eight venereals and eighty- 
nine doubtful eruptions were admitted into the Hofpital in the year ending 8th July 1798, 
making a total of one hundred and twenty-feven, whillt the admiilions in the fame period 
’ amomuecl to one thonfaud feven bundj-ed'and fifty, eftabliflling a propnrlioii between the 
two numbers of one to fourteen nearly; and when it is confulered that each of the one 
thouliind fix lumdred and twenty-three found Infants were for a Ihorter or a longer fpace 
of time put to tlie breaft, and that not a fingle Houfe wet nurl'e ever received tiie Imalleft 
venereal infediion thereby, the proportion .above ftated relts on clear and irrefiftibie evidence, 
which, when compared with what was formerly fuppoled to be the ftate of the Infants 
admitted into the Houfe, places an important fa(5l in a new, and we are happy to add, in a 
more favourable point of view, witli reljreCl; to the general healtli and morals of the nation.

The foregoing Table is coinpofed of three half years admiffions, the two former when ' 
joined together forming a complete year from the 9th of July 1 797 to the 8th of July 1798. 
A comparifon of one period with the other tvill fiiew that the admiffions were one hundred 
and forty-fix lefs in the firll than in the fecond half year ; that the deaths, being greater in 
the fecond th.an in the firlt by one hundred and eleven, gives, notwithftanding the increafed 
admiffions, a larger mortality to the latter period. 

That part of the Table which notes the ‘‘periods of deaths” is pretty fimilar in both half 
vears, whilft that which notes the “ periods of giving the Infants to country wet nurfes” proves, 
that in the fecond half year not fo many Infants were given out within the firft five days 
fubfequent to admiffion as in the firft ; ou the whole, making an allowance for the difference 
in the admiffions, the outlines of thefe two half years nearly correfpond. 

Confidering the above periods as forming a complete year, the following fa6is appear, to 
wit, the admiffions one thoufand feveii hundred and fifty, the deaths nine hundred and fe- 
venty-leven, upwards of one-half of the whole. Of the nine hundred and feventy-leven 
two hundred and forty-eight died fubfequent to the fourth week after admiffion ; and of the 
five hundred and fifty-fix Infants given out to country wet nurfe, two hundred and fixty- 
eight Infants were from one to four weeks, and one hundred and fixteen upwards of four 
■weeks, in the nurfery. 

In the third half year comprehending the fix months to the 8th of January 1799, the ad- 
iniffions are fix hundred and eight, the deaths two hundred and forty-one, and as the venereal 
and doubtful eruptions when added together amount to no more than twenty-one, this efta- 
bliflies a proportion with the admiffions as one to twenty-nine only; and it is withmuch plea- 
fure we have to remark, that a compaiufon of the laft half year with either of the foregoing*, 
affords fatisfaiSlory evidence, that within the latter period the mortality in the nurfery had 
greatly diminiftied, the doubtful eruptions had become lefs frequent, and every circumftauce 
connected with the condition of the Infants progrejfively improved. 

We willnow endeavour toaffign the caufe for fo great a mortality having taken place in 
an Inftitution which, fince the commencement of the new regulations, we believe to have 
been under good management ; for this purpofe it will be neceffary to reeal the attention of

Eveiy day s experience confirms the truth of the above remark; and a moment’s reflec- 
tion on the peculiar difadvantagcs which have been entailed on this Charity by the late dii:. 
turbed liate of Ireland, and elpccially of the counties in the neighbourhood of the capital 
h-om whence the country wet miries exclulively came, will prove that tiie mortality du'rinc^ 
the period alluded to mull have been much greater than it probably ivili be when'^ internal 
lecurity is reftored; the fadl is, that from the commencement of the new regulations to this 
day it has not been pollible for the moll ftrenuous exertions to procure a coinpetont number 
of country wet nurles, and fince the breaking out of the Rebeliion in May lall few country 
nui;res'have made their appearance at the Hofpital, and as the Charity was open for indif. 
criminate admiflious the efforts of the nurlery have confcqucntly been in a great mcalure 
overpowered and defeated, experience having decidedly convinced us that Ipoon feedino' 
could not be lubflituted w^itli any hope of fuccels, and that whenever three infants were put 
to the bread of one Houfe nurle, the event %vas, that on the licknefs of one of them cailmg 
for her peculiar cai'e, the other two by being unavoidably negleaed very frequently pined 
away and died. 

In fuch circumftances an obvious expedient prefented itfelf of which the Governeffes im- 
mediately availed themfelves, to wit, iiicreafing the number of Houfe wet nurles- but this 
refource had its limits, and was likewife attended with many local evils, although ’it appears 
by the Hofpital books that upwards of feventy Houfe wet nurles were maintained in the 
nurfery from the latter end of May when the rebeliion broke out, and for many months 
after, each nm le having two or more infants at the breallf ; thefe fafts fpeak for themfelves 
and It IS evident, from what has been laid, that as the luccels of this Inllitution in favingthe 
lives of Infants depends fo much on the caules above Hated, a mortality arifing but ot'and 
connected with fuch untoward circiimllatices ought not to be eltabliflied as a Itandard in this 
matter; on the contrary there are -good grounds for believing and afferting, that with an 
able and diligent internal adminiftration, and plenty of country wet nurles, two-thirds or 
perhaps three-fourths ofthe Infants admitted would be lent from the Hofpital to the coun- 
try with a probable chance of life. 

Carriage of Infants. 

We now' enter on nn important branch of our fubjedl, which we know has been condudled 
with indefatigable diligence, in order to, alcertain the adlual Hate of fadls. 

In a Publication already alluded to it is Hated that in the Hx months adraiffions into the 
Foundling Hofpital ending 8th of January 1798, the proportion between the deaths of In- 
fants brought upw'ards of fifty miles and of thole born in the county or city iof Dublin was as 
nine to twelve in favour of the latter. We now fubjoin a Table of carra^e for a complete 
year, arranged in fuch a way as to prefent a correct and contraHed view of the deaths 
ainongH thele two delcriptions of Infants p

An infpeiftion of the foregoing Table proves thefe fatJs. 

Firfl:, that in the year ending 8tli of July 1798 lix hundred and twenty-eight Infants were 
acimitied into the Hufpitai which had been brought upwards of fifty miles, and ofthele 
tliree liimdred and eiglity-fevcn died. 

Secondly, that within the fame period fix hundred and feventy'-thrpe Infants had been 
received into the Hoipital born in the county or city of Dublin, and of thefe three hundred 
and thirty-one died. 

_ "W hen, however, we confider that the proportion efiablifiied in favour of tlie fhort car- 
•na°;e is not very great, and when we infpeit the remainder of the Table where the periods 
of and fhort carriage are clafTed in fix divifions from forty-eight hours 

to the lourth week, and find that nearly as many of the Infants carried upwards of fifty 
miles havelived to and (urvived the fourth week in the Nurfery as thofe born in the county 
or city of Dublin ; we lhall be inclined to rely on the opinion of the Surgeon, corrobo- 
unanimous fuffrage of the Goveniefles, that after the cloleft infpediion 
and\he other^^ <=ou‘d on admiluon be perceived between the one defeription of Infants 

We jhink that an attentive refledlion on the operation of certain pradical regulations 
refpedmg the carnage of Foundlings to Dublin, which have been lately adopted and en- 
forced to the utmoft of their power by the GovernelTes, will tend to confirm the truth of 
•the foregoing opinion, thefe are, 

Firfl, 
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Fit’ft, not to permit any nurfe to bring up more than one Infant at a time from the 
country to the Hoi'pilal. 

Secondly, never to itfue a certificate to any nurfe entitling her to payment for fuch fervice 
when fhe returned to the country, unlefs Ihe fliail have dUcharged her truft with care and ' 
humanity. 

Thh'diy, if any abiife of carriage appears on the body of an Infant, or there be reafon to 
fufpect fromitsweakly hate that it has been ncglcdted by its nurfe on the road, the certi- 
ficate entitling to payment is withhoiden, and the circumftances of fucli abide and mif- 
conciudt iininediafely made known to the proper Officer in the country, whofe co-operation 
however is abfblutely requifite to renrier thefe regulations effeauai, and whofe active 
and benevolent exertions are ftrongly folicited for the prelervalion of the lives of thefe helplefs 
Infants. 

A rigid and perfevering attention to the letter and fpirit of thefe few fimple rules has 
already produced a great effedt, as it is a fadt, which, if required, will be verified by tiie 
affidavits of the Surgeon and Apothecary of the Houfe, that few .Infants are now brouMit 
up to the Hofpital from the country who appear to have been ill treated by the carriage 
iiurfes. The operating fpring in the above reform it is not difficult to dilcover ; the re- 
gulations come home to the interejis of the parties, as if neglea be invariably pimifhed bv 
cenfureand non-payment, the carriage trade muft necelfiirily he reiigned to thole who will 
gladly take it up and praaife greater care and humanity. 

We now proceed to inveltigate a point where the fads we have to depend upon are 
fcanty and uinatisfaaory, viz. the probable mobility in the early periods of human life, 
with a view to compare fneh mortality with that which has been before fluted us havim^ 
taken place in this HofpitaL ® 

An author of repute who has written on the fubjea fiates,* that in London according 
to the moft moderate computation, half the number born die under three years, in Vienna 
and Stockholm under two, in Mancheftcr under five, in Northampton under ten; from 
Graunt, Short, and otner authorities it appeared to Doctor Price, that in country villages 
and pariflies the major part live to mature age and even to marry; in fbme parts of York- 
fhire it has been found that one imlf live to the age of forty-lix, in Pays de Vaud, Switzer- 
land, one half live to the age of forty-one ; fo great is the difference between the duration 
of human life in towns and in the country. Previous to the year xfSa the mortality of 
Infants in the Lying-in Hofpital of Dublin was one in fix in the firft ten davs, from 1782 
to 1788 it was one in nineteen, during five years I'ubfequent to 1788 it was one in uventi'-fix 
and a half.t 

Enough has been faid to prove that the mortality which occurred in the Foundling Hof- 
pital of Dublin in the year ending 8th July 1798 was coiiiiedled with fuch peculimity of 
local circumftances as to prevent us from viewing it in the light of a juft flandard, and 
the more we confider the matter the more we (hall be inclined to believe, thatas little ana- 
logy fiibfiffs betwixt the condition of ilie inals of Infants thrown into this Charity and that 
of any general community on which calculations have been ufually made, acomparifon 
drawn between the two cannot lay the foundation of any folid or latisfad'tory concluiiou on 
thefubjecT:. A general average of mortality comprehends every clafsoflife, the rich and 
the poor, the virtuous and the vicious, whilft a Foundling Hofpitai, for indiferiminate 
acimiffions, is the receptacle of the very lowelt and feebleit defeription of the huinmi fpecies, 
a great proportion of whom are produced from the impaired cunliitutions of the neceffitous 
and depraved. 

Having gone thus far, it may be expeiied that we fliould offer fome opinion on the 
general fubjedl of the Foundling Iiiititution in Dublin, which naturally divides itfelf into 
three queftions: 

lit. It it be not in its prefent conftitution an ufeful and neceffary Eflablifhment, what are 
the evils internal ami e.xternal, local and general, and what the remedy foiled to eacli ? 

2d]y. W hat would be the probable effects prod need by an abolition of Infant admiflion, 
■and whether or no the general circuniftances of tiic couiury would juitify the hazard of 
making j’uch an exneriment? 

3dly. V/hether this Charity, as lately improved, deferves the countenance and fopport 
of the Nation ? 

Thefe three quefiions lead to a wide field of difouilion, and although the difficulties 
which are interwoven with every part of tlie enquiry are great, Hill we feel our duty to the 
public -to be greater, and therefore molt wiiliugly come forward with a few remarks, which 
we hope may be productive of general benefit, and which we are lalisfied will be candidly 
interpreted and attentively coafidered. 

The grand evil of this Charily, and which is connected with a number of others of an 
inferior nature, is the want of country wet nurfes in proportion to the magnitude of the 
Infant admiliions. 

An examinationof the admilfions from 1790 to 1707 gives, on a grofs calculation, about 
two thoufandorie hundred atmuallyj;, of thele about one ihoufaiui fix Imndred and tweuiy- 
iive werelucking iiii’uuis, and four hundred and (eventy-five dry Cliildren, from three to 
twelve months old. 

The year ending 8th July 1798, during which the new regulations were in force, gives 
one thousand five hundred and forty-three fucking infants, and two imndred and leveti 
dry Cliildren, uiaking a total of one thouliind feven hundred and fifty of this the county

This mais of admiiiions is made up of three principal deicriptions ol Infants. _ 
iftClafs. The ofispringof the poor and necefiitous, a great part never claimed by their 
parents who from extreme dilircfs, often accompanied with difeafe, are incapable to 
maintain them, and a fm ail part to be claimed whenever a temporary prelfiire of misfor- 
tune has been removed. .. v /■ i r 

2d Clafs. Tlic oT^pringof the vicious and profligate, which may for the lake of greater 
precifion be fubdivided into two portions. 

Tirfi. The olfs[iring of umnarried females who fend their Infants to the Hoipital as 
fpeedily as pollible alter birth to conceal their Ihame. 

Second. I'he ofispring of dilfolute parents, who though capable of mainUiuiing the In- 
fant are not iiicHued to be at any expence, eonlidering it as an incumbrance whicli they 
cannot too I'ooii part with. , . t n 

3d Clafs. Belontiing to mothers who could eafily rear their Infants, but knowing that 
they will be taken care of at the expence of tlie public, choofe to fend_ them into the HoC- 
pita!, that they may procure a niirfmg, goto fervice, or follow their ufiml ocenpation.s. 

Thcfe clafics comprehend the whole of the admillions into this Charity with an exachicfi 
fiifficient for everv purpofe of general difcuilion, and if we could ai'certain the proporlton 
which they bear to each other, an important point would no doubt be gained;— all that we 
can now venture to advance with tolerable certainty is, that the firil cials is by much the 
moft numerous, tlie fecond the next, and the third very fmall. 

From what has been faid it appears, on an baity view, that a plaufible fcheme of future 
reform would be to receive only the firit clafs of Infants, and to rejedf a part of the fccond 
and the whole of the third ; but a moment’s reflection will iuggelt the inluperable difficulty 
of aicertaining, bv any examination into faCls, the boundaries of each clafs, and the utter 
impoffibility of guarding againlf and detecting innumerable frauds, which would immedi- 
ately fpring up on cveiy fide to impede the execution of fuch apian with any profpecl of 
improvement. 

A remedy of a different fort has been thought of by many intelligent perions who have 
turned their enquiries to this fubjedi, viz. the refufmg of Infant admillions altogether from the 
country until the Child had arrived at one, or perhaps at two years of age, and fubfcitudiig 
county Foundling Hofpitals for infant reception and maintenance. 

The objcdlions to fuch fubftitution are in our opinion many and weighty ; — we fiiall ftate 
four, which appear to be the moil important. 

lit. If parents were fo inclined it would ftill be very poflible for them, if they difliked 
the county inftiUition, to fend their infants up to Dublin and pafs them at the Hofpital as 
born in the city; nor could it be pofiible, if the doors of the Charity be kept open for town 
Infants, for the Medical Officers of the Houle to detect fuch fraud, if praClifed by a perlbn 
felicitous to deceive. 

2dly. The chief argument affigned for county fubftitution has been, that the carnage 
of infants to Dublin was a grievous and intolerable abufe which notliing Ihort of Inch a plan 
would effectually redrefs ; whereas late experience teaclies, that certain firaple and fenlibie 
rules, rigidly followed up, have in the couife of the lall year very much removed the caule 
of complaint. 

3dly. Many of fuch county eftabliffiments, at a diftance from frequent cenforial ferutmj 
and coiitroul, would in all liuraan probability be mifmanaged, fo that in the endeavour to 
correct one evil a muliitiitle would be produced. 

4thly. Tlicre are good grounds for conjecturing, that the .nugmentation of county receiv- 
ing houl'es would create a proportionable incrcafe in the total number of Infant Foundlings; 
it would bring tliis Charity within the reach of very many, who_ though even affedtioiViie 
parents, would be teraptedto avail themfelves of it to difpofe of their infants, by haying 
them nurfed at the public expence, in a manner under their eyes, but who are deterred from 
parting with them as matters now Hand, by the great diftance ol the capital from their places 
of abode ; and this laft we conceive to be an objection of extenfive conl'eqftcnce. 

We will now endeavour to eftiinate what would be the p»robable eftecls produced by an 
abolition ofliifant udmiffions in town and country, and the declining in any cafe to receive 
them till they had reached tlieir firft, or perhaps their fecond year, and whether the general 
circuinltances of ihis country would juliify the meafure. 

if we are right in the outline of the preceding clalfiHcation, an abolition of Infant ad- 
miffions may be iuppoCed to produce very different eftects on difterent parts of the com- 
immity; of the firft clafs, the offspring of the poor and neceffitous, many would be e\- 
pofed, and feme miglit be kept by their [larents for a certain time after bir'h, although 
if the lufauta lived, which (eeius to be very doubtful, they probably would

besgarJ, 
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beggars, or in fome other manner be thrown for maintenance and education upon the 
bounty of the public or the charity of individuals. 

Of the vicious and profligate clafs fome infants would undoubtedly pcrifii, very many be 
cxpofed, and, vve fear, that the feelings of virtue and humanity would frequently be 
grievoufly fltockcd by atrocities, which it would be here painful to touch upon, and unne- 
•celfary to particularize. 

The third andfmallefi: clafs would unqueftionably be reared by their parents. 

Tiiefe are covjednres only, but they are probable conje£lures of the effeds of vefiifing the 
admilfion of Inlants, and nothing fliort of giving the experiment a trial can afcertain with 
preciflon the quantum of vice and mifeiy which would be created andentailcd on the Nation 
thereby. 

Should the wifdom of the Legiflatuve devife effedlual meafures for inftru<51ing the igno- 
rance, refoi-raing the iiiopils, enforcing the induttry, and corredling the dilflpatiou ot^ ti^e 
lower orders, the want r>l all which fills our IJoi'pitals, the principle of this Charity may 
the7i undergo rcvifion, but until permanent means for thefe purpofes fliali be efiablillied, 
the Toundling Hofpital of Dublin is highly neceffary and ought to be preferved, it beirt'-^ 
the bouiiden duty of the public to lave' the Infant that is ready to perhh, to iuflru^l, to 
employ, and to provide for the poor and him that hath no helper, ••-and this leads us to 
obi’erve upon the new rules. 

Alter what has been laid, it is not necelTary to enumerate the various regulations lately 
made in the infant department of this Charity,' or to dwell on the fpirit which has pervaded 
their formation and execution; — It is much more important to confider the probable diira- 
hility of the'prefent fyftcm, \vhich, as a combined effort called forth by utiulual public fen- 
lations, .is to be eftimated as far exceeding the medium of a barely ftricl; difeharge of duty 
appdcaUle to permanent efrablifliment. — Keeping the force of tliis remark in view, ftill we 
trnfl, that fo tnany difficulties have been furmounted on the outlet, and fuch falutary reo-u- 
lations brought into eftablilhed pra<aice, as will tend very much to preclude future mif- 
management. Placed on ground which we feel to be Angularly delicate, all that we fhall at 
prelent venture to aflert with confidence, is this, thatwhilft this Inflitution fliail be pa- 
tronized and lupevintended by thofe ladies of rank and virtue, whole condu( 5 f, when 
contrafled with the frivolous and irrational diffipation of the day, fltines forth with 
peculiar iuftre, fo long will it continue to be a moft ufeful Charity; nor can we clofe 
this part of our lubjedf without exprefling our obligations to the Right Hon. Mr. Pelham, 
to whofe zealous exertions in the improvement and reform of this Eftablilhmeut the public is 
primarily indebted. 

Grown Children from lo to 15 Tears of age. 

As the preceding obfervations have been extended to fome length, we fhall endeavour to 
•comprels, witliin narrow bounds, what we have to offer refpedting the Grown Children.

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The foregoing Table gives a pei-fpicuous arrangenicnf of the Grown Children in the 
Foundling lloipTtal, mui of the caiuattles, commencing 9th .July 1797 and ending 8iii July 
by which it ajjpears that the deaths formed a proporrion to the total as one to fifty- 
three, which is probably not fo great a mortality as would luive taken place in a large city 
auiongli: any clals or deleription of children whaiever, of the fame age, and during the fame 
fpace of time; and the following Tabic contains a ciaffitication of the difeafes that prevailed 
amonglt them during the above period, and which, in our opinion, is highly creditable to 
our medical aitcudaiit.

We fliall fubjoin a few remarks on Education, Manufafturcs, and fome improvements 
which have been adopted in other departments belides the medical. 

On the fubje( 5 l of Education we have to ftate, that tlie Boys and Girls arc inftriidled in 
reading, writing, and arithmetic, and from the reprefentatiou of our Chaplain who fii- 
perinteuds tlie Schools, we liavc reafon to believe the Children are making progrefs, al- 
tiiough we are aware that many important regulations may ftill be introduced into this part 
of the Charity, ' which, we truif, time and obfervation will fuggefl. 

The chief endeavour of every charitable iiiititation wliich relates to Youth ought cer- 
tainly to coufift in laying <i folid foundation of morals, and eflablifhing early habits of ii> 
duliry adapted to each fex, and as nearly as poliible fiiited to that condition of life they 
are deftiiicd to fill; to go beyond this would we fear neither conduce to their happinefs nor 
iiiefuinefa in the world, and to flop Ihort of it would be illiberal and unjnft; guided in our 
meafures by this view of the fubjcift, we conlider the profit that may arife from any trade 
or mamifafture in which the Children could be infmn 5 ted, to be a fecundary conhderation 
onlv, akliougb that employment is certainly to be preferred which unites gain to the public 
with pCT-mancnt benefit fo the individual. At prefent the Girls are taught to fpin coarfe and 
fine wool, to make their own clotlies, and to knit ftockings, and fome of the Boys are in- 
llruelcdas Gardeners, Taylors, Carpenters, and Shoemakers, and we have it in contempla- 
tion to introduce the weaving of coarfe woollen goods, which we trull, when efiecled, will 
■enable us to clothe the whole of the EftabiilhiTTent at a much cheaper rate than formerly. 
And as the Grown Children amount nearly to four hundred Girls and two hundred Bovs, 
many of w'hom are fit to be apprenticed, we hope the public will fee how much they have it 
in their power, by applying for them, to relieve us from the refponfibility neceiTnrily con- 
nected with fo groat a charge. 

We have only further to obferve, that in the Purveyor’s Office fueh checks have been 
framed on the receipt and ilfite of ftores and proviiions, as have produced a correi 5 l and 
economical expenditure of the Funds of the Hofpital. Nor can wo iii jultice conclude, 
without Hating it to be our opinion, that much falutary reform has been lately brought 
about in the Charity, by the unremitting exertions of all the Onicers concerned in its jna- 
migeraent. 

A P P E N D I X. 

Notice to Country Wet Natfes. 

THE Governors of the Foundling Hofpital in Tbubbn, requeH that the falaries and 
premiums heretofore given to healthy country' wet nurfes, under the old regulations of the 
Charity, may be compai'ed with the prefent payments, being fully fatisfied ihut thofe perfons 

who 
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frho luive an intereft in this matter, will be convinced from the fiibjoined ftatements that 
rthe new regulations are much more henehcial to the country wet nurfes than the old. 

Old Regulations. 

Payments made to country wet nurfes by the Governors of the Foundling Hofpital 
■prior to July 1797 • , . , 

^ tft. Eiich country wet nurfe received three pounds for the firft year swages, wnth a 
•premium of one pound when flie produced tiie Child at the Hofpital in good health at the 
-end of twelve months. 

2d. Sabl'equeiii to this period, the country nurfes received forty Shillings yearly for the 
mainteiumce ofeach Child. 

3d. The above wages . and .premium when due could only be obtained by bringing the 
Child up every year to .Dublin, and one year’s wages have always been in arrear to the 
•country wet nurfes. . , tt ■ > 

4th. When a Child died, the nurfe was obliged -to bring the corpfe to the Hofpital or 
lofe the wages that were due to licr for nurfmg, imiefs flie produced a Certificate from the 
Clercfvman who buried the Child, that it died of fo infeblous a diforder that it could not 
fafely'be carried to Dublin, and this regulation prevented many honelb but humane nurfes 
from ever claiming what they had. jufily earned. 



Vew Regulations. 

Payments made to country wet nurfes by the Governors of the Foundling Hofpita^ 
■fublequcnt to July 1 797 : 

ill. Each countrv wet nurfe now receives three pounds for the firft years wages, with a 
premium of two pounds provided -flic produces the Child at the Hofpital in good health at 
the end .of twelve months. 

2d. -Subiequent to this period, the country nurfe will receive three pounds yearly for the 
•maintenance ofeach Child. 

3d. The wage.s will in future be paid quarterly in the country, and pundlually -when they 
become due, by applying to the County Infpedfor who recommended the nurfe, who upon 
feeing the Child in good health will give a printed draft on the Treafurer in Dublin payable 
to bearer for fifteen ihillings. 

4th. The premium of two pounds ;(maldng in all five pounds for the firft year s wages), 
will be paid in Dublin only, by producing the Child at the Hofpital at the end of twelve 
months in good health. 

3th. A printed Certificate filled up in -an authentic -manner and figned by one of the 
County Inlpecftors, ftating that the Child had died, and had been properly taken care of whilft 
living, will entitle the nurfe to the wages due to her. 

‘6th. No Infants will ever be given out from the Hofpital to country wet nurfes, but fuch 
as are pcrfedlly found and -healUiy, and have been carefully examined by a Ikilful and ex- 
perienced Surgeon. , -r r j c 

7th. Two fets of new clothing will be delivered to the nurfe with each Infant, ana five 
Ihillings and fivepence will be advanced from her wages to defray her travelling expences from 
Dublin to her home. • i • j r- 

8th. Country wet nurfes applying for Infants mnft bring to the Hofpital -a printed Cer- 
tificate figned by one of the County liifpcaors, fiating their places of abode, and that they 

-are perfons who mav be fafely entrulted with luch a charge. ^ 

The advantages of the new over die -old regulations are fo great, that they mull iinme- 
-diately convince the moft illiterate underllanding; iuftead of three pounds w'ages and one 
pound premium for the firft year’s nurfing and finty Ihillings for every lubfequent year paid 
in Dublin, after it had been perhaps upwards of a year due, five pounds will in future be 

paid for the firft Year’s wages and three pounds for each fubfequent yeai. 

The only.return vvliich the Governors expecl and demand for lb great a liberality, is a 
ftriaattcivdoh from the nurle to the Infant entrufted to her care, and ihat no forgery ofpa- 
,pers or impofition of any kindfiiallbe attempted on the lands of the Chanty; whiUt the 
unprincipled of every defeription may expebb to meet with the molt fevere punimment, ho 
neltand humane nurfes will receive all poftible encouragement and reward for their labour 
-and diligence.

ift. The apparently healthy amount to 458, which is upwards of one half of the ad- 
• 7 nifiion«, and of thefe J'57 Imve died in the Hoiife. 

2d. The weak, from various caufes, ttc. &c. amount to 243, more than a fourtli of the 
•admiHions, and of thefe 171 havetliediri thelloufe; tlie compound proportion betwixt the 
•deaths in thefe two great clailes of Infants is as 39 to 21 in favour of the apparently healthy, 
which proves, that the Original diferimination was made with care and judgment. 

3d. Of the premature births, amounting to lix, all of them (as migli't have been expedled) 
•have died. 

4th. Of the 19 venereals, the whole have fliared the fame fate. 

5th. Of the 57 doubtful eruptions, only 2 are now alive; and being convinced that not 
more than 4 of the whole number were entirely free tVom venereal tyinptoms, of one kind 
or another, we inuft eouQder the l<ual of vcnercals as amounting to 72, wliich., with the 
admilfioiis, eltabiiihes a proportion ol to e/cuen betwixt them. And we are forry to be 
obliged to add, -that the preleut trau- of medical knowledge does not aiford much hope, that 
infants fo difeafed, can be cured by the uiofi tkilfiil and judicious treattnenr. 

5th. Of the catarrhitl complaints, nmouaiiug to 19, tlie fubfeqnent divihon of -the Table 
flicws that all of them died, e.xceptiug two. 

THIRD DIVISION. 

’dumber 0/ Deaths, and their Caufts. 

It appears from this divifion of the Tabic, 329 Infants died of complaints in their bowels 
which calls for this explanation, that many of thole Infants had undoubtedly other dilbrders 
which could not poilibiy be known ; but this being the prominent dileafe, their deaths have 
been arranged accordingly, and the above obfervation comprehends what we have to fay 
refpedling the deaths from convullions, which amount to 51. 

The two deatlis from accidents arule from the Infants being overlaid by the Houfe wet 
nurfes.

Period of the Death of the Infants. 

As this branch of our fubjecT lias never been properly iiivelHgated, and as an accurate and 
fyftematic arrangement of the deaths v\ill throw confiderable light on wiiat has been effecled 
in the Infant Nurfery iince the couimencement of the prefeiu Report, wc lhall go into the 
detail with Ibmc degree of miiuitend's. 

Wc have accordingly fulyoined the following Table, which contains the annual admllRons 
from 1785 to 1796 inckilivc, wilh the total of deaths in the Houfe during each year, dil- 
tiuguifiiiiig.taoCe which occurred in the Infant Nurfery, and were certainly not venereal, from 
thole which took place in .the iuiirmaiy, and were luppoled .to be ib.

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For the fake of peifpicuity we will recapitulate the fa<5ls as they ftaad in the foregoing 
Table. < 

In the fix montlis, ending the 8th of January 1797, the admiflions were 881, 653 being 
Infants and 228 dry Children, from 3 to 12 months old. Of the Infants 505 died, and 
of the dry Children 76, making a total of 58:, all of them within the fourth week fubfe- 
quent to 'their admiliion. There remains alive 300 to be accounted for. Of thefe 157 
were Infants and 152 dry Cliildrcn, fent to country nurfe within 6 days after admiiTiou, 
W’ith eleven Infants returned to parents. 

The lix months ending 8th of July 1797, is more unfavourable. 

The total of adiiii'hous Hands at 1,041, viz, 805 Infants and 236 dry Children, of thefe 
732 Infants snid 144 dry Children, making a total of 876, died within a month fubfequent 
to admiffion, with the exception of a liiigle Infant who lived 53 days. There remains 
alive 16510 be accounted for, viz. 43 Infants and 92 drv Children, given out to country 
nurle withiufix days after admiliiou, together with thirty fiifaiits returned to their parents. 

When we join the two periods together, and confider the rei'ulL as forming an entire 
year, w'e find that the admiliions amount to 1,922 j die deaths to i,457 » Infants given to 
country ivet nurfe i8o ; drv Children given to country dry nurfe 244 ; and Infants returned 
to parents 41. 

This Table then affords fufficient evidence, that the foie benefit which accrued to the 
public from the Iniant NuiTery for one year, ending the 8th of J uly 1797> receive 1 80 

Infants and 244 dry Children, and fend them out to country nurfe within a week after 
admifiion ; and it appears from the records of the Hofpital, that of the 428 Children thus 
feiit out, 133 had died, and that not more than 291 were on the books, as living, on the 
24th 'of December 1797. _ . , r n i y -n 

If we confine our view of the fame period to the Infants, we will find the facts to be itill 
more ftriking; for of 3,458 admitted, 1,237 within a month fubfequent thereto, 180 only 
bavingwithiu a week uftcr aduiiilion being delivered out to country wet nurfe, and 41 re- 
turned to parents. 

Let usnow view Table, No., 4, which is the immediate fubjeft of the prefent enquiry.

This Table prefents the following fa6is, viz. 802 admiffions, divided into 698 Infants, 
;and 104 dry Children. Of thefe, 401 Infants, and 17 dry Children, making- a total of 
418 died; 369 of the deaths occurring within the fourth week after admiflion, and 49 fub- 
fequent thereto. 

There remains alive 384 to be accounted for, viz. 231 Infants given to country wet nuvfe 
and 104 dry Children given to country dry nurfe. Of the former it is to be obferved, that 
1 1 o were given out to wet nurfe within fix days after admiflion, and 121 fubfequent to the 
fecond week, a majority of whom having been reared from r/»rtr to /ix weeks in theNur- 
fery. The 104 dry Children were given out to country dry nurfe within the firft week after 
•admiflion, and properly fo, as the fooner a healthy Child, from three to twelve months old, 
•is provided with a country dry nurfe the better. The remainder, confifting of 20 
Infants returned to parents, and 29 living in the Houfe, make up the total of admiflions 
for the half year, viz. S02. 

When we compare, this Table with the foregoing one, we will find the following varia- 
:tions betwi.xt them, which we fliall narrate circinnltantialiy. 

ill. A majority of either of the former half yearly admiflions were confidered to be 
venereal, whiift it appems by the late accurate inipedlion of Infants on their admiflion, 
that not more than one in eleven of the laft fix months were contaminated with this difeafe. 
2diy. The total of admiflions of the' entire year, ending 8th of July 1797, are 1,922 ; and 
the total of deaths in the fame period are i,457» vvhich is nearly in the proportion of three 
to one, wkillt the total of admiflions in the lialf year fubfequent to the 8th of July 1707, 
Hands at 802 ; the deaths at 41 S, which is fcarely more than the one half of the whole. A'ny 
perfon who takes the trouble to compare the laft half year with either of the foregoing, fe- 
parately, will find, that with the fix months, ending 8tli of January 1797, the above com- 
putation will fail under, and with the fix months, ending 8th of July 1797, it will exceed 
the proportions above ftated. 

It is likewife to be remarked, in proof of the better management of the Nurfeiy, that 
in the deaths of the laft fix months, 49 Infants furvived the fourth week, fublequent to 
their admiflion ; whereas, in the former year, no Infants of the fame defeription lived 
•beyond one month in the Houfe ; and when we examine the total of thofe infants who have 
been fent to country wot nurfe in the laft period, we find (what has been before fpecified) 
that better than one half of the whole fent out, lived in the Nurfery from three to fix weeks ; 
whereas, before the new regulations took place, no Child who did not ultimately die in 
the Houfe, was ever kept in it beyond one week after admiflion, and this is molt decifive 
in proof, that a thorough and moft important reform has been made in the Nurfery. 

It will here be proper to ftate the improvements which have produced fuch beneficial 
•eifeds. 

The principal of thofe may be comprifed under four heads. 

ift. 'J he accurate infpedfion of the Infants on admiflion. 

sd. A medical treatment fuited to the condition .and ailments of each. 

3d. The unconnnon attention paid by the Governelfes in arranging in the moft perfecl 
manner, and in vifiting daily, and fuperinteriding every part of the internal economy of the 
N urfery. 

4th. The introdudlion of Houfe wet nurfes. 

pvhich may jufiiy beexpedfed to arifc from an accurate infpeclion of 
the Infants on admiflion, and from a ficilfui and unremitting difeharge of medical duty, 
are many and important, ahhough aftei- what has been faid in coniidering the tiiH and 
lecond divifions of I able No. I. it is not neceffury to dwell on them here, and more efpe- 
•ciaily as v e know and fed liow much our labours have been furpafl'ed bv thofe of a fuperior 
.and more diunterefted kind. 

The 
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The 4th head of reform, however, calls for a fhort difcuffion, which we hope will not 
be 'without its tile. 

The fubje6l of rearing Infants from the breaft, or by fpoon feeding, has often received 
anamplcund deliberate confideration, and we know that fenfible and iiiiprojndiced perfon< 
have appreciated the real merits of each method very differently ; in Ibme jioints however, 
all feem to be pretty much agreed, viz. that flout healthy Infants may be ealil}' reared by 
the fpoon, provided tiie nurfe be attentive and regular, but that dilcafed Infants (not in- 
cluding venereal complaints) or fuch as are born with weak Ihunina require the breaii, or 
if fpoon fed, folicit a painful. and unremitting attention from the nurfe to give them a probable 
chance of furviving many weeks. 

The experience of every day proves the truth of thefe pofitions, and they ixvq deci/ive as 
applicable to a public luUitntion for the indifcmninale reception of every defeription of 
Infants, amongll whom few are ftrong and lively, veiy many weakly and difeafed. 

Spoon feeding has moreover this diiadvantage, that the quality of the aliments and their 
due admixture muft be conftantly attended to, as if the milk is four, or the bread or bifeuit 
improperly made, the Infant I'ufFers ; regularity of feeding in this method, is likewile indif- 
penfable* and there is danger that the Child fliall, from careleffnefs, be fometiines over or 
under fed, whereas, the breaft is free from thefe inconvenicncies, and generally imparts a 
wbolefome nutriment, which nature has fuited exai 3 :ly to the digeftive organs. A wet nurfe 
cannot fiickle more than two Infants at a time, but in fpoon feeding one woman has beeti 
fuppofed capable of looking after feveral, and this prablice has heretofore produced mucli 
milcbicf in the Infant Nurlery. Befides what has been faid, the conneblion which takes place 
between the wet nurfe and the Infant is clofer than that which fubfifts with the dry nurfe, 
and being more congenial to nature, may often call forth afi'ecHons which podibly would 
not otherwife have appeared, and which are infinitely neceflary to give a feeble Infant a 
probable chance of furviving in the early period of life. 

Be this as it may, itmufi: be ftated as matter of fact, thax the adoption of Houfe wet 
nurfes has been the happy means of faving a number of Infants, who muft inevitably have 
peviflied underthe moft judiciousfyftem of fpoon feeding, whicliit would have been poflible 
to pradlife in a Charity on fo extenfive apian as the one we are now contidering. 

It may here be afked, what are the number of wet nurfes that fuch a fyftein will require 
to be conftantly kept in the Houfe ? and to this queftioii a fatisfabtory anfwcr may be 
returned. 

If we compute the total of Infant Children annually admitted at 1,500, the dry Children 
being excluded, and if wefuppofe that one half of the Infants will die within a month, or 
perhaps lix vveeks fubfequent to their admiftion, and that a lixth of the remainder are 
certainly Qv doubtfidly this leaves 625 Infants for Houfe wet nurfes, Vhich divided 

by 1 2 gives 52 Infants per month, and two Infants to each nurfe gives 26 Houfe wet nurfes, 
a calculation probably not far removed from the true one ; and thefe nurfes can at all times 
be conveniently lodged in the Nurfery. 

If therefore, the exertions from without do not bear a proportion to thofe within, and if 
52 country wet nurfes, or thereabouts, cannot be procured in each month, it is evident, tliat 
this fyftem of Houfe wet nurfes which promifes fomuch, and which from its nature will not 
admit of coiiftderable extenfion, will be finally overpowered and rendered inefficient, as no 
woman can fuckle more than tw’o Infants at a time ; and whenever from an accumulation of 
them in the Nurfery, fpoon feeding is from necelfity fubftituted for the breaft milk, an increa- 
fed mortality may be expected to follow. 

And here we feel it incumbent onus to bring forward an objetftion which will readily 
occur to any perfon who reads this paper attentively, viz. allowing all due merit to the ex 
ertions which have been lately made, and fuppofing that a continuance in the fame courfe 
will turn out upwards of 50 Infants a month, as many of thefe Infants muft at beft hold life 
on a precarious footing, little more will be ultimately produced by the combined and praife- 
worthy efforts in the Nurfery, than to prolong their e.xiftence for a fhort period, as perhaps 
4 in 6 will be found to die at country nurfe in the courfe of the firfi year. 

As the ohjetftion is w'eighty, we lhall confider itwith attention and impartiality. 

If what has been already offered on the comparative merits of wet nuvfing and fpoon feed- 
ing, as applicable to this Charity, has produced any convitftion,- we may aliume as a datum, 
that the former method is greatly preferable to the latter ; it has likewile been obferved, that 
the fyftem of Houfe wetnurfing has its limits, beyond which it would be difficult, if not im- 
poffible, to'extendit without infuperable local evils arifin.g. 

It follows therefore, that fpoon feeding muft be adopted if the Infants who are tolerably 
healthy and free from venereal diforders arenotfentto country wet nurfes within a certain 
period after adiniffion, and in a certain monthly proportion, and iurely no urgency of ex- 
ternal circumftanccs will evevwarrant the fending out a finglc Infant from the Nurfery, who 
appears to be dying, or who may be in the ilightelt degree affedled with the venereal difeafe. 
An attentive reftec^tion on thefe circumftanccs will prove that fending out weakly Inl'aiits 
from the Nuifery, is generally a matter of neceffity, and perhaps affords them the beft chance 
they have of furviving long, or at all; and it muft not be forgotten, tliat under any mode of 
rearing, poflible to deviie, a large proportion of fuch Infants will die in the firft twelve 
months. 

Here too we can hear ample teftimony to the zeal and energy of the Governefies, who have 
lately turned their thoughts to this important Department of tlie Charity, atid fuch arrange- 
ments have been planned, by eftablilhing County Inipedors of rank and charatfter, by cu- 

303. larging 
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larging the niirfes faluries, and.enfuring their pundlual pavinent quarterly, as cannot fail 
ipeedily to produce the belt effetits. With thole who are more inclined to ohjeB than w/fe 
we have nothing to do. Tiie cautious and phlegmatic willcalculate and criticife, but thAe’ 
nevolcnt and relpedtablc part of the community will perceive, that a good work has been be' 
gun, and that every peribn, Jet his fration or talents be what they may, who profelTes to be 
a friend to the cauic of humanity, ought abtively to co-operate in bringing it to a happy con 
clulion. ‘ 

SIXTH DIVISION. 

Deaths how connectedwith the Carriage. 

On examining the Lift divifion of the firft Table, we find that 276 Infants were carried un 
wardsofso miles, and of tbefc 164 died in iheHoufe, thatstp Infants were born within the 
county or m the city of Dublin, and of thefe 144 died in the Houle, the compound probor 
tion betwixt the deaths in the two is as 9 to 12 m favour of the Infants, born in or near to 
the capital, and who could not pofiibly have fuffered much from the effedl of carriage 

Thefafafts have been noted with the greateft accuracy, and it mull be added that from 
the 8th of July 1797, to the 20th of January 1798, only five inftances have occurred of In- 
fants being fo much abufed in the carriage, as rendered it incumbent on the Medical De- 
partment to complain to the Churchwardens of the Parities from whence' they were fent 
of the couduft of the perlbns entrulted with bringing them up; the late careful infpeblion of 
each Iiifiint on admillion, alfords likewife good grounds for believing that the stamina of the 
country Child is on the whole I'uperior to that of the infant born in or near to the me 
tropolis. 

Allowing all due weight to thofe remarks, ftill it muft be conceded that the carriage of 
Iiihints from a dillant part of the kingdom to Dublin, muft from its very nature inevitablv 
produce an increaled mortality amongft them, more efpecially in the ivinter months ind 
wherever they are intnilted into the hands of unfeeling and profligate people • however in 
■confidermg a fubjedt lo complicated and on fo large a fcale as the prefent, we muft bevvare 
ot drawing general concluhons fiom a hafty and fupevficial view, however forcible and how 
ever aiilhentic certain facts may appear ; it is only by connedtiiig a lyfteinatic arrangemoi.t 
with an accurate and honelt medical inlpedlion and report, that the point we are now in- 
vefugaimg can be fu ly alccTauncd, and we be beg leave moft fenoujiy to imprels this ob- 
iCTvatioii on the public mind, as applying forcibly to every thing that has beeen oftcredoii 
the matter now under confiucration, which comprehending the refult of fix months ex 
perience only, muft be liable to many imperfe(fdoiis ; as we will approximate the truth in 
proportion as our future relcarches fliall embrace and illuftrate a more extenlive bodv of 
evidence.

THE Governors of the Foundling Hofpital in Dublin, have been induced to lay the fol- 
lowing fliort ftatement of fads before Government, from a fmeere conviiftion that the 
-mtcrefts of tne I ubiic, conjointly with thofe of the Charity, are concerned in forwarding 
a meafure of improvement, which, if carried into effeaual execution, they are fanguinc 
enough to hope, would gradually eftablilh a better lyftem of morals and indiiftry amWft 
the Cbildien of the Holpitai, and render them examples to the lower orders of the 
people of this kingdom. 

it may be necellary, as a preliminary obfervation, to remark, that, until lately, the at- 
tention of the Governors had, from neceflity, been chiefly direded to (he amelioration of 
the Intant Nurlery, and a reference to preceding publications will evince the fuccels of 
then labours m that department of the Charity; and although they feel a fincere fatisfaaioii 
m having, under many difcoiiragements, eftablifhed a fyftem, which, as far as it has gone, 
has in effea ^xceeded their moft fanguine expeilations, ftill the prefervation of Infant life, 
though neceffarily claiming priority of attention, is but o«e of many duties, which the 
guaidictns and proteaors of i-oundlmgs areefpecially bound to perform towards them. The 
Governors would therefore confider tiiemfelves as “ unprofitable Servants,” and as Ihrinking

It is propofed that the Cliildren fliallbe drafted into the Hofpit^ from c-ountry unrfe at the 
a'>'c of ievcii veurs, and that they .flial! remain in the Houfe for three years, at leaft, iu 
order to he fmtabiy iuiiructcd in the principles of the 1‘rotcltaat religion, and .to be taught read- 
ing, writing, and vulgar arithmetic. , , , 

To promote the general feheme of Education the Children Rave already Eeen divided into 
Male and Female Schoola, not exceeding forty in cacb^ and put under different Matters 
and Miftreires, from wbich feparation 'the moft beneficial .effeds have anfen, as bad 
imprernons iiave been more ealily and effedually rooted out, and religious and mduttrious 
habits with greater facility fubftituted imtheir placc^ as the beltiupport of future virtue and 

No Child to be apprenticed but to Proteftant .matters and miffreffes .of a certain ftation 
in the world and of good moral charadters, w ho will engage to treat diem with care and hii- 
manitv; and us the ieledtion made b^' the Governors w.ill, in the firfi: ialtance, be ftrid and 
jmi'ai iial, ihev will feel it incumbent on them to enquire, occalionally, into the fituation aud 
bthuviour of the Foundling Apia’cnticcs aud to afford .them proiedion, when neceffary, 
i-nHl Iheu fha!!. urrixe at viatare age. 

AH Fouudiiug Apprentices left deftitute.by the death or defertion of their matters or mn- 
■reili-. r.r liieir utter inability to maintain them, will be re-admitted by the Goyeimors, and 
ill the Mamifadlory, on receiving fatisfadlory documents letting forth their real ttma- 
This indulgence howe\^r will be guarded by fiich reftridUons as to prevent matters 
.'111 •'•i!'reffes from ever parting with their apprentices on frivolous pretexts, nor will the 
.. be open to fuch Children as ihall elope from .them without ihe moft urgent 

li 15 propofed to open an extenfive Manufadlory divided nearly into two equal parts, one 
■ i,r Bovs and the other for Girls, into which all Children who had been three years in the 
liofpital* would be aunuaily fent, to make room for the drafts from the country, and there 
be iuttruaed in various branches of indultry, to be either fubfequently bound out to reput^ 
ble manufacturers, carrying on their buttuefs in the interioi:, .or finally parted with, the 
Girls at. eighteen, and the Boys at the age of twenty-one. 

All I'ums of money earned by the Children iu the Manufadlor^, after paying faeir entire 
expences, will be kept bvtlie Governors, and given them when difmiffed, that they may be 
enabled at the e.xpiraiion of their apprenUceihipsto.ettablifli themfelves in .the world iu a de- 
cent and coinfortabic manner. 

It will be important for many reafons that this Manufactory ffiould be built as contiguous 
as convenience will admit to tlic I'.ouudling Hofpital, as in fuch a fituation it will be 
under ! he immediate eye and direction of the Governors, and the expenee of management 
will be grciiilv U-ttened by calling in, ib far as cun be done with propriety aud advantage, the 
afiittanceof the jirdbnt reiidenEOfficers of the Eftablilhment. 

It will be a great defideratum in fuch .a Manufabtojry to encourage thofe kinds of indpttry 
onlv, asfliall, at all times, command a ready market by being fuited to the wrm.ts of the 
poorer and middling .claiics, and fuch as will moft completely fit the individual for earning 
afure andi honeft livelihood b-v his trade, after he (hall have been placed out in the world.* 
From the trials wliich the Governors have lately made in the manufadluriug Une in the 
Ilofpita! on a limited fcale, there are good grounds for believing that the gradual e.xtenfion 
of a well digetted and properly executed plan of this kind, might be made fo .as ultimately W 
comprehend upwiyds of 1,500 perfons, at a very moderate expence to the public, as the 
earnings of the Cliildren would, after .the firft year, go a great way iu defraying rheir future 
nft rubtiou ,and mai utenan.ee. 

AS it may be expctlerl, that we ftiould offer fome additional obfenvations to illuftrate what 
, is .above propofed, we lhall include under a few general heads, what we hav.e further .to 

lit. No regulation feem-s .to be more important to the welfare of a Proteftaut Eftablifh^ 
ment,.than that the Foundling Child ffiould be withdrawn from its catholic norl'e at the age

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• of feven years ; a further delay would, on very many .accounts, he detdinental, as religious 
! opinions are rto be formed and eftablilhed, infant vices correfted, attd virtuous and iudui- 
trious habitsfirmly implanted in the mind: The accomplillunent ,of thefe important and 
reireatial concerns will, in the opinion of the Governors, recjuhe thiee years of 'meli regulated 
.Education, as propofed in the plan. 

2d. 1 he utili ty of tlie rule, which refpedls the obferv.ance .of a more ftrict fcleftion in the 
future. apprenticing of 1 ‘oundiiug Children, requites no fart her additional elucidation but this, 
that it will be laborious and ol dillieult execution, and mull frequently lail .of beino- eifeiftual, 
if the public do not heartily co-operate in forwarding a laeahn e, ( ertaialy °not more 
calculated for the happinefs of the Foundling, than hu‘ the private fafety and advanta'i'c of 
every .perlbn .in Ireland placed nt the head of a family. ^ 

3d. The provilion of an Aiylum for deferted and deftitiite Foundling Children, is a 
regulation which juftice and humanity urgently call for, and the training of fiioh Children 
to ulefiil iiidufiry for leveral years ivill, we tiali, make -a moll happy and lalutary cban<re in 
ihelr lituation. ° ' 

Enough has already been faid, in e.xplanation of the advantageslikely to accrue from the 
.cftabhlhuient ofManufadfories for Foundling Childi-en, but this is .the proper- place for no- 
ticing a, fact of a different fort, in proof of the indifpenfable aeceliitv for fpeedrlv adopting forne 
.meafure o.f the kind, viz. that at prelent .the accumulaf.ed uumber- of Grown'Childrei^in the 
Houle amoums to upwards of 700, and as by theregulations which commenced in J.uae 1707, 
imany .lives have happily been laved which arc now fit country, nuj-fe, the fui-vivors of the 
.firtt years admiflions, ending .June 1798, will in 1805 have completed their leveuth year, 
Jnftead therefore of the numbers ufually drafted into the Hofpital, there probably .will be 
.double as many to be provided for annually, and as fince 17*^? ^he mortality of Infants in 
die Nm-fery aird at country nurfe lias, from’ the flria and fteacly eufbicemeut of the original 
•regulations, diminijhed, there are good grounds for believing that the uimual 

•drafts, fubfequeiU .to 1805, will increafe in a very large proportion. 

We conclude by imprelling this laft fa^ /r?-ong/y on ihe notice of Govexameut, -it being 
our bounden duty to give timely zcarnmg, that the gro.wing necelhties of this Charity will 
.not long brook delay, and that every praife.w.orthy mid iuccelsful effort that has been' made 
Jbr Ibme years paft has had a.direOt tendency to enlarge the Iphe.re of future labours, and 
:to call for ftili greater fupport from the bounty of the public, and we think it will .not be 
denied by the humane and intelligent, that lo prelerve the lives of helplels Foundlings, in 
.the firft inftance, and finaily lo make them .honeff, happy, and .iiiduffrious, maft, at all times, 
•but e^ecially at this peculiar crilis, be an ohjedt of primary concern, when the lower ordiTs, 
faffering very univerially under the preffure of the moil poignant diftreis, fb greatly ftami. 
:in need of fupport, inftr.udlion, and faiutary example, from the upper and refpebtable claflbs 
.of fociety.
